CHICAGO WILL HAVE A MARINE BAND 


It Is to Be a Permanent Auxiliary to the 
Illinois Naval Militia. 

A permanent marine band, which will be 
available dlso for swell furctions, is assured 
for Chicago. The Chicago Marine Band, com- 
posed of fifty members, has been organized 
after several weeks of careful selection from 
along list of applicants, and the final arrange- 
ments have been completed. This will work 
as an auxiliary to the First Battalion, Illinois 
Naval Militia, and is founded on as per- 
manent a basis. The Chicago Marine Band 
will be one of the crack bands of the United 
States. This move is the outcome of hard 
work on the part of State Commander B. M. 
Shaffner of the Naval Militia. The project 
met with strong financial support. Circulars 
were sent to all parts of the country and 
from 1,000 applicants fifty men were se. 
lected. Each one is an artist in band work 
and alsoa soloist. They are young men of 
American birth, and no contract is signed for 
less than a year. The band will be quartered 
on the battleship Illinois, sleeping and eating 
on board the year round. During the sum. 
mer promenade concerts will be given on the 
boat, and in cooler weather it is the mtention 
to give popular concerts twice a week at some 
down-town hali, probably Wednesday nights 
and Sunday afternoons. The band will be 
thoroughly equipped for orchestra work at 
charity balls and public functions. The equip. 
ment will be the best that money can obtain. 
The instruments are ofthe highest grade, 
and sensational traps are being designed 
to accompany ._ the boat concerts. 
Bombs will be used instead of cannon for 
bass accompaniments, a set of twelve chimes 
is ranged along the break water, a gatling gun 
will be used in mititary pieces, and fifty flash 
torches will produce the fire effect. The bat- 
tleship is capable of accommodating 2,800 
people at a promenade concert. As the IIli- 
nois will not reach the permanent foundation 
at the foot of Van Buren street before the 
first or middle of September, the Chicago 
Marine Band probably wiil make its initia] 
public appearance in a down-town concert.

WILL BUILD ON THE NEWBERRY LOT. 


Residence to Be Erected There 
“Emmons Blaine.“ 

Perhaps no one piece of ground on the en- 
tire North Side is better known than what is 
called the **‘ Newberry lot.”’ + It is situated in 
one of the most fashionable residence dis- 
tricts in that select portion of the city, being 
bounded by Rush and Pine streets and Ontario 
and Erie streets. Itis the-only unimproved 
square left now in that part of the North 
Side and for several years the owners of 
handsome homes in its vicinity have regarded 
it with anxious eyes. Not, however, in the 
fear that it would take unto itself feet and 
walk away or that thieves would break 
through in the night and steal it, but that it 
might attract the attention of the omnipres- 
ent flat builder. 

Now, however, its long period. of vacancy 
is to come toanend. In the northwest cor- 
nerof the square Mrs. Emmons Blaine is 
about to build a handsome home. 

Two years and more ago the west half of the 
* lot’ was offered for sale. Mrs. Cyrus H. 
McCormick and her daughter, Mrs. Blaine, 
became the purchasers. The east half still 
remains in the possession of the Newberry 
estate. The ground for Mrs. Blaine’s house 
has not yet been broken, and the plans are 
scarcely drawn, but the house itself is an as- 
sured factand will doubtless be under way 
by autumn. Charles A. Coolidge of Shepley, 
Rutan & Coolidge is the architect. 

Before the great fire the Newberry resi- 
dence was one of the well-known houses on 
the North Side, although for several years 
previous it had been wunoceupied. It was a 
large red brick structure with white stone 
trimmifigs and a pointed roof. It was an im- 
posing residence in itsday. It stood in one 
corner of the square and the remainder was 
devoted to a lawn, a vegetable garden, and a 
flower garden. The ruins of the house are 
still to be seen, masses of brick and stone, 
partly covered with grass and weeds. The 
lot is surrounded by a high picket fence, suf- 
ficient to keep out intruders, and in it area 
variety of trees, a number of lilac bushes, 
and other shrubs. Untila yeanorso ago two 
or three arbors and rustic seats, which for 
some strange reason the fire hadspared, were 
still standing amd were covered with grape 
vines ard trailing plants. A small gate 
known only to the initiated allows of ad- 
mission, and this season on the Newberry 
half the new croquet club «bas - its courts.

WASHINGTON TOWNS WIPED OUT. 


People of the Slocam District Destitute= 
Many Lives Lost. 

Karao, Wash., July 28.—Losses so far re- 
ported froin the forest fires throughout the 
mountains of this section aggregate $125,- 
000. The people of the Slocum district are 
left destitute. A relief party has gone there, 
but it is feared there will be great suffering 
before it pushes its way through the burning 
forest. Fires had been burning around the 
towns for several days, but about noon a gale. 
swept down the mountain, lifting high tops 
and limbs of burning trees and carrying.them 
long distances as brands to start new fires. 
Almost instantaneously a dozen fires were 
burning in Three Forks. 

The terror-stricken people had to fly for 
their lives, ‘Lhe proprietor of a laundry and 
bathhonse with his wife jum into the creek 
and rolled down-stream until they reached a 
place of shelter. At Bear Lake Mr. Mahoney 
who ran a hotel, with his.wifa and two email 
children waded out into the water and re- 
mained there for hours. Itis almost certain 
that a number of lives have been last among 
prospectors.

Quick ‘to respond were the 
neighboring towns. Provisions, consisting 
of bread, butter, coffee. and canned articles, 
were received from Fifield, Prentice, Dor- 
chester, Medford, and Butternut. A telegram 
waesent to the Governor asking him to send 
blankets’ and tents, together with mess tents 
for 1,000 people. In response to this the 
Governor telegraphed toaight that there were 

“no tents available at present, but that he 
would be in Phillips in the morning with 
clothing, hammers, and nails, and to be 
ready to begin the construction of temporary 
quarters. 

Maj. Upham is on the way to Phillips from 
Marshfield in charge of a relief train. It 
will arrive some time duting the night. The 
only lights here tonight are three or four 
lanterns brought in by the Central company. 
There are not enough blankets to go around 
and the people are sleeping on the ashes. The 
Wisconsin Central company has established a 
telegraph office in a box car and will receive 
all contributions of food ned Soothing and de- 
liver them free of charge.

Train Goes Down and Is Lost. 

Rebuilding is already going on. The same 
fire that destroyed Shares Crossing burned a 
bridge on the Omaha road between Ashiand 
Junction and Washburn. A freight train 
with sixteen cary from St. Paul to Bayfield 
ran into the bridge as it was burning about 4 
o'clock last night and went through. The en- 
gine and sixteen cars loaded with oats, flour, 
wheal, and corn, were burned. No one was 
hurt, but the brakeman and one of two truin- 
men were driven intw the bay, where ‘they 
took refuge on jogs. The Bayfield train was 
saved by being flagg<d. 

Trains on the Omaha were headed off at 
Mason by the burning of the bridge near 
there and all are coving North to Spooner.

The simu!taneous fires at Phillips, Mason, 
and on the shores of Chequamegon Buy are 
the outcome of smoldering firés for weeks, 
which have fiiled the air for weeks with a suf- 
focating smoke. A strong wind yesterday 
suddenly fanned them into destructive activ- 
ity. Mason is eighteen miles southwest of 
Ashland on the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapo- 
lis and Omaha and D., S. S. and A. roads. 

The destruction of its lumber industry to- 
gether with further threatened losses is a fa- 
tal blow. Phillips is cighty miles southeast 
of Asniand on the Wisconsin Central and is 
the county seat of Price Gounty.

The fires have been raging in the forest 

centers for several days but burned «low y 
until yesterday. When fanned by a heavy 
west wing the flames spread with incredible 
rapidity and swept everything. In the after. 
noon the direction of the wind changed and 
instead of drivmg the flame deeper into the 
forest. sent it backward in the direction of 
the settied portions along the lines of the Wis- 
consin Central railroad. 
Agents on the line of the St. Paul road re- 
rt there have been no fires on the Wisconsin 
alley division. Fires of greater or less ex- 
tent are running on the Lake Superior divis- 
10n. Lumber camps on the Gibson and 
Toleen spurs of the road, four miles west of 
Channing, are reported destroyed, and fires 
are running rapidiy through the woods in that 
part of the country.

S. F. Bowser & Co’s oil tank works, one of 
the largest manufacturing plants of Fort 
Wayne, were totally destroyed by fire between 
6 and 8 o’clock this evening. The total loss 
is $60,000. The entire fire department was 
called out, and fought manfully but hopeless- 
ly, for the big shops and the goods‘they con- 
tained were licked up like so much kindling 
wood... Fifty shop.emyloyés and forty travel- 
ing men are thrown out of work. e 
concern was owned by 5S and Allen 


included patented self-measuring oi! tanks and 
pumps for retailing oils; and several smaller 
articles, They were crowded with orders. 
The two main buildings destroyed were 100x 
150 feet in area and three stories high, and 
the warerooms and lumber supply building 
was still larger. 

These three buildings are now represented 
by héaps of ashes, as well as a tenement 
house belonging to the Bowsers and occupied 
by John. Schulte, the two-story barn of 
Aiexander Bowser, the barn of OQ. 
J. Bowser, the Free Methodist Church par- 
sooage, barn, and other cheaper structures. 
The new $3.000 brick office of the Bowsers 
just completed was gutted, but the walls are 
standing.’ Four large residences took fire 
twice, but were saved. Mrs. Alexander 
Bowser, who waslying very ill, was carried 
out just before her house took fire. Frank 
Magner, aged 43 years, a bricklayer em- 
ployed in the Pennsylvania shops, while at 
the fire was atruck on the neck by a faliing 
live wire. ‘He seized the wire firmly with his 
hand. ¢tandmg in water at the. time, and the 
shock killed him. His son and two 
other young men, who . removed 
wire from the dead man’s hand received se- 
vere shocks, Magner leaves a wife and two 
sons. Mrs. Magner, who was an invalid, died 
half an hour later from the shock caused by 
the death of her husband. 

The cause of the fire is a mystery. The 
members of the company could not be 
seen in regard to their plans for the future. 
The business of the company amounted to 
about $25,000 a year. The. coacern was 
established in 1885.

TO MOVE STOCK-YARDS FROM CHICAGO. 


Laber. Troubles and Switching Charges 
Cause the Agitation. 

There is considerable agitation over the 
prospect that the business of the Stock-Yards 
is on the decline. The labor troubles and the 
recent increase in switching charges have cre- 
ated much agitation as to what the packers 
will do. The acquisition by the Chicago 
Packing and Provision company of an exten- 
sive plant at Sioux City is pointed to as an 
indication that the packers are looking ahead 
and preparing for emergencies. An _ insider, 
whose sources of information are excellent, 
said yesterday: 

‘* The labor troubles have during the last 
month brought about almost a complete ces- 
sation of work atthe packing-houses. These 
labor troubles are by no means ended, The 
strikers at the yards are still resorting to vio- 
lence and work at the packing-houses, as well 
as the transportation of dead and live freight, 
is still materially interrupted. A number of 
packers already own branches at the important 
stock-yards,west of here. At the yards in 
Omaha,-.Kansas City, Nebraska City, and 
Siohx City the killing of live stock has not 
been interrupted by labor troubles, The re- 
vival of the Sioux City Stock-Yards and open- 
ing of the plants there for business increases 
competition with the yards here. 

“As the business of the outside yards in- 
creases, to just that extent is the business at 
the Chicago yards lessened. The Chicago 
yards are owned bya New Jersey company 
whien was floated a few years ago. Its capital 
stock consists of $10,000,000 bonds, 
$6,500,000 preferred stock, $6,500,000 
common stock, and $3,000,000 income 
bonds. e fixed charges upon that capital 
are about $1,600,000. This is exclusive of 


’ the expenses of running thé yards and the 


company, which are estimated to be an addi- 
tional $250,000. 

“The company, in order to avoid default, 
must have an income of nearly $2,000,000 
to meet possible contingencies. The switch- 
ing charges at thé yards have just been in- 
creased from 80 cents to $2 acar.- Over 
600,000 cars of dead and live freight pass 
through the yards annually. This increase in 
the switching charge of $1.20 a car thus con- 
stitutes a large increase in the revenue of the 
company and a commensurate increase in the 
cost of doing business at the yards. The 
packers at the yards, it is estimated, handle 
300. cars of dead freight a year and there 
is an additional 300,000 or more of cars of 
live stock received there annually. In fact 
the statistics show that the Stock-Yards com. 
pany handled over 1,000,000 loaded and 
empty freight cars last year, being more than 
25 per cert of all the freight cars handled in 
Chicago during that time. 

‘The increase in the switching charges 
means an increased expenditure to che ship- 

rs and packers annuaily of over $500,000. 

o this the packers and shippers are vigorous- 
ly objecti No switching charges are made 
at any of the western yards. The diminution 
in the receipt of live stock at the yards is an 
other reason which leads the packers to open 
and enlarge branéhes elsewhere. The dis- 
tribution of packing plants at different West- 
ern points prevents the creation of large labor- 
ing centers at any one place. This materially 
obviates labor difficulties and wage troubles. 

**The resurrection of the Sioux City Stoc«- 
Yards recalis @n interesting. experiment: 
These yards were started by a number of 
Western and New England capitalists in 1890. 
They were conceived on a magnificent plan 
and were carried out accordingly. The pur- 
pose was to make the yardsa perfect Eldo-. 
rado for cattle shippers and packers. Over 
$10,000,000 was invested in the enterprise 
only to find it still incom plete. 

“Then the panic of 1893 came on and re. 
sulted in the financial failure.of the under- 
taking and almost all of the businesses con- 
nected therewith. At the time of the fail- 
ure 3 banks constituted neariy all 

cteditors. The packing plants 

Sioux City were built regardless 
that acquired by the 
Chicago Packing and Provision company was 
built at en expenditure of $425,000. After 
the panic of iast year creditors interested 
organized a company under the name of the 
Credits company, whose purpose was to re- 
organize the defunct enterprise. This has 
now been accomplished, andin a way which 
teaches an interesting financial lesson. All of 
the indebtedness is wiped out, and this, with 
the original investment, is to be represented 
by accompany whose capital is $2,500,000, 
with au issue of $750,000 first mortgage 
bonds. The present capitalization is this much 
less than one-third of the origina investment, 
not including several million doilara of float- 
ing indebtedness which has been entirely

The President has undoubtedly 
become thoroughly alarmed ovér the situa- 
tion, and his fears are shared by the mem- 
‘Bers of his Cabinet. The) Senators ‘who ob- 
jected to Presidential intérferénce with Con- 
gressional action have but little to assure 
them in the last few days, for not since the 


~gilver agitation has the President been in such 


close cummunication with the leaders of the 
Lower House. Speaker Crisp and Represent- 
ative McMillin were called to the White House 
Friday and held long consultations with the 
President over the pros of tariff legisla- 
tion. Today Chairman Wilson of the Ways 
and Means committee and Representative 
Catchings of the Rules committee of the 
House were also at the White House. 
Instructed by the President, 

They made no secret ofithe fact that they 
had been receiving instruttions frem tbe head 
of their party.

The Tariff Chairman Talks Over The Situ- 
ation with the President.

The President’s 
desire to see Mr. Wilson before the confer- 
ence opened, coupled with Speaker Crisp’s 
call at the White House yesterday, and 
the President’s request of Mr. McMillin to 
come to the White House last night, 
were all accepted in Congressional circles as 
evidence that the President was willing to let 
Chairman Wilson and’ Mr. McMillin know 
exactly what -his position was before the in- 
formal conference was resumed. When the 
visit of Mr. Wilson to the White House be.

Cottcn cloth and cotton yarns will probably 
be reduced td the extent of abuut 5 per cent, 
as will laces and embroideries, on which the 
rate will probably be made 45 instead of 50 
per cent. The House rates on china and 
earthenware. which are slightly higher than 
those of the Senate bill, will be accepted.

The early session of today’s conference was 
devoted entirely toan exchange of views on 
the situation, with the Senate members doing 
the greater part of thetalking. They told the 
House members that ir the present feeling in 
the Senate it was out of the question for the 
Senate conferrees to make any concessions on 
the principal articles in dispute, ang@that in 
their opinion the conference would have to 
adopt practically the Senate bili or there 
would be no tariff legislation. 

Just after 1 o'clock the conference ad- 
journed for theday. It is said that the House 
members were very reticent and listened with- 
out comment to the statemeats made by the 
Senators. There was no joy or exuberance 
exhibited by either side, and House members 
who were present merely said the situation 
was critical. A member of the Ways and 
Means committee, who is not one of the con- 
ferrees, stated that’ a strong sentiment has 
developed in the House in favor of recalling 
the House conferrees and passing the Senate 
bill, as grave fears were entertained that it 
was dangerous to continue the contest much 
longer. 

Wilson Wears a Gloomy Face. 

Chairman Wilson saw several members of 
the House during the early part of the day 
and while he avoided a direct commital on 
the fight between the House and Senate the 
members got the impression in a general way 
that Mr. Wilson regarded the situation as ex- 
tremely precarious and as presenting a choice 
petween the Senate bill, somewhat modified, 
and a continuance of the McKinley law, and 
that he regarded the former as the lesser evil. 
Members of the House, in speaking of ac- 
cepting the “ Senate bill,” use the words as 
meaning ceal, iron, and sugar, as there is no 
doubt of compromise on many of the other 
schedules. On these three items House mem- 
bers feel that there may be.some slight change 
in the Senate rates, although the substantial 
features will stand. It was significant in this 
particular that a leading Democratic member 
of the House, who expects to start tonight on 
a campaign tour, prepared his speech and on 
the basis of practically the Senate schedules 
on sugar, iron, and coal. 

The House Democratic conferrees went to 
the Ways and Means committee room 
soon after the generai conference with the 
Senators ended. It was stated positively by 
House conferrees that. no agreement had 
been reached on iron, coal, or sugar. It was 
also stated that the Republican conferrees 
would be called in at the rext meeting Mon- 
day. 

At 1:30 o'clock the session of the House 
conferrees had assumed important 
proportions, and was. regarded as_ the 
turning .point of the tariff  strug- 
The four conferrees had taken 
their coats and had settled 
down for a long and, it was believed, a decis- 
ive movement. It was said by those in a po- 
sition to know that Chairman Wilson and his 
three associates were face to face with the 
plain proposition of whether or not they 
would accept practically the Senate bill or 
nothing. The utmost secrecy was observed. 
Later Chairman Wilson sent forthe entire 
Ways and Means committee, Democrats and 
Republicans, aad the gereral legisiation re- 
ferred to the committee wastaken up. The 
Chairman declined to state what the tariff 
conferrees had done at their secret session. 


SPRINGER WANTS A CAUCUS HELD, 


He Puts a Call in Circulation and Secures 
Severai Signatures. 

Wasnhinetror, D. C., July 28.—/[Special. |— 
Congressman Springer was industriously en- 
gaged this afternoon just before the adjourn- 
ment of the House securing signatures from 
his Democratic colleagues for a caucus to be 
held Tnesday afternoon for the purpose of a 
consideration of the tariff bill. While the 
paper-was being passed from desk to desk a 
motion to adjourn prevailed, and Democrats 
vied with Republicans in their haste to go 
down to the railroad depots and. catch the 
first outgoing trains for the seaside and 
country resorts contiguous to the National 
Capital. Twenty-five names were secured, 
however, before the exodus began, and it only 
requires thirty-five to constitute a caucus rep- 
resentation of the majority of the House. 
The call for the caucus reads: 

The undersigned Democratic members of the 
House of Representatives especially request, in 
the advent cf no agreement having been reached 
by the conferrees on the tariff bill by Tuesday 
next, the 30th inst. that you [Mr.»Holman] will 
call a caucus of the Democratic members of the 
House to meet at 3 o'clock p.m. on that day to 
consider the action the House should take in or- 
der to secure the early passage of a tariff bill. 


Springer’s Views, 


‘There has never been a caucus of 
Democrats on the tariff question,”’ remarked 
Mr. Springer to Tue Trisunez correspondent, 
‘“‘and in consequence of this fact a great 
many of our friends have reached the con- 
clusion that considerable benefit would be 
derived by calling the majority together at 
this time. Fully nine-tenths of the Demo- 
cratic Congressmen now in Washington are 
convinced that the passage of the Wilsen bill 
is practically impossibie, and therefore they 
must take the next best thing, which is the 
compromise measure reported after careful 
delibérations by the Senate. -Events in that 
body during the last week have demonstrated 
very clearly that tariff legislation cun only be 
enacted by the concurrence of the House 


‘in the action taken by the upper branch 


of the National Legislature. Representatives 
do not want to be kept here any longer than 
is absolutely necessary, and those with whom 
I have talked incline to the belief that no 
harm can result from our gettmg together 
Tuesday afternoon and agreeing upon a 
policy to be pursued by the House Demo- 
cratic conferrees. In other words we want to 
indicate our wishes beyond all hope of their 
being misunderstood.”’ 

There is considerable opposition manifested 
in the rauks of the Democracy, however, as 
to the advisability of Mr. Springer’s scheme 
concerning a caucus. It is declared by a 
number of these gentlemen that no practical 
benefits have ever been derived from Demo- 
cratic caucuses upon party or other questions, 
and that they only result in wind-jamming by 
would-be leaders who have been aensived of 
the privileges of airing their views on the 
floor of the House. 

Has an Ax to Grind. 


Again it is asserted that Mr. Springer wants 
an opportunity to discipline the Ways and 
Means committee, since he has not forgotten 
his deposition from the head of that body by 
Speaker Crisp and the President, and sees in 
the present situation a chance to even up old 


scores. . . 

Representative Catchings of Mississippi, a 
member of the Committee on Rules. who 
probably stands closer to Speaker Crisp than 
any other man in the House, is numbered 
among these who are op to a caucus. 
He remarked that he saw no reason why such 
a conference should be held, inasmuch as the 
question of the tariff had been left to the con- 
ferrees on the part of the two Houses, and 
would be settied by that body. Any sugges-

NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Circular Issued Touching the Manufacture 
of Sorghum Sirup. 

Wasnuinoton, D. C,, July 28.—With each re- 
curring season numerous inquiries are addressed 
to the Agricultural Department relating to the 
manufacture of sorghum sirup. In preference to 
answering such inguiries by ordinary letter, the 
department has issued a general circular on the 
subject. The circular says that the production 
of a sirup or molasses of good quality requires a 
considerable degree of skill. Experiments in the 
manufacture of a high grade sorghum sirup 
have been made for the department. under the 
direction of A. A. Denton of Sterling, Kas., and a 
method (described at length in the circular) nas 
been adopted by him as capabie of producing the 
best results. If the principles enumerated in 
the circular are observed, care, attention, and ex- 
perience on the part of the maker will give a 
good article of sirup, suited for use on the table 
and in the kitchen. 


Interest in the Strike Waning. 


Indications are that the resolution reported 
from the House Committee on Commerce for an 
investigation of the causes of the great railroad 
strike looki to legislation to prevent re- 
curence of such troubles wili not resuit in action 
thig. session. Members of the committee do not 
expect to be abie to getaday for the bill: this 
session, and ifthey could secure more time 
would prefer to devote it to the Nicaragua 
Canal.

The extent of the illness of Senator Voorhees 
is not realized outside of a small circle of his 
friends.

Secretary Lamont intends that the United 
States Marshals and their deputies shall do 
their duty without military aid hereafter, and 
has issued a stringent order upon the subject 
in which he says: “ Officers of the army will 
not permit the use of troops under their com- 
mand toaid the civil powers in execution of 
the laws exceptas authorized by statute,” 
and he then quotes the acts of 1878 setting 
forth the circumstances under which troops 
may interfere. This order was called out by 
reports concerning the utter worthlessness 
and rank cowardice of the United States Mar- 
shais and thoir armies of deputies at Sacra- 
mento, Coour d’Alene, and about every 
other place in the West where there has 
been trouble with rioters and strikers. 
These reports come from secret service agents 
of the Attorney-General’s office, from army of.- 
ficers, and civilians of high rank. There is 
likely to be some trouble whea the accounts 
of the far West United States Marshals for 
the pay of deputies come up for settlement. 
There will also be a close investigation of the 
acts of Deputy Marshals at Chicago during 
the late troubles. It is whispered that special 
agents have told unsavory stories of the qual- 
ity, character, and courage of some. of Chi- 
cago’s Deputy United States Marshals, stories 
that will not read well when they are printed.

From information received by the Bureau 
of the American Republics from various 
sources it is learned that great interest is be- 
ing taken in the development of the uses of 
the fibrous plants which grow’in greatest 
abundance in the Republic of Mexico. Sev- 
era! of the leading newspapers .and periodic. 
als published in that country have within a 
very recent date discontinued the use of im. 
ported paper, substitutmg therefor paper 
manufactured at home and from material 
grown at home. The experiments thus far 
made have proved most satisfactory and 
it is anticipated that within a very 
short time Mexico will have devel.’ 
oped within her borders another 
independent and profitable industry. Re- 
cently Prof. Francis Jeffrey of Montana ar- 
rived in Monterey for the purpose of examin- 
ing’the fibrous plants of the country. He 
visited mapy of the cities and villages along 
the line of the Mexican Gulf railway and else- 
where in the State of Tamaulipas and made 
many crucial tests of the pulp of the cacti, 
maguey, banana, palm, pitas, wild pineapple, 
sugar cane, rice, straw, and fibrous timbers. 
From the pulp of the maguey he found he 
could make a better quality of tinted paper 
and from the fibera better quality of cloth 
than is now made from flax. From the pulp 
of the pineapple his experiments showed 
he could manufacture a quality of 
white paper superior to any now made 
from fibrous plants, and from the fiber of the 
pineapple he can make a,cloth of finer quali- 
ty and more durable than silk. The supply 
of all the above-named fibrous plants is inex- 
haustible and cheap, and the profits that may 
be made by converting them into the various 
useful commodities for which they seem so 
weil adapted are incalculable. Prof. Jeffrey, 
who has had large experience in the manu- 
facture of paper, is organizing a stock coni- 
pany of $300,000 paid up capital in gold 
and will at once establishaiarge mili in 
Monterey for the purpose of carrying into 
practical effect the result of his observations 
and experiments.

REPEAL OF THE CENTRAL PIER BILL, 


Dgarborow’s Resloution Receives the Ap- 
proval of the House. 

Wasnuinetox, D. C., July 27.—Congress- 
man Durborow’s bill repealing William E. 
Mason’s Illinois Central pier bill has been 
passed by the House. By the Mason resolu- 
tion the Secretary of War was empowered to 
lease the government pier at Chicago to the 
favored railroad company. Congressman 
Grosvenor of Ohio says Mr. Mason stated on 
the floor that the measure was desired by the 
Secretary of War. “He = said,’”’? Mr. 
Grosvenor went on, ** that the 
War Department desired that it 
should pass in order to relieve some situation 
which he spoke of in rather uncertain terms. 
He stated that he had an interview with the 
Secretary of War, and that this was a meas- 
ure which was entirely satisfactory to the de- 

artment, and in fact was greatly desired.

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‘CHARGE OF NEGLECT. 


SERIOUS ALLEGATIONS AGAINST EX- 
BANK PRESIDENT OURRY. 


In « Bill Filed by Receiver Tourtelot of 
the Defunct Chemical National Charges 
of Neglect in the Management of the 
Institution Are MadewIt Is Alleged 
Many Unwise Loans Were Made by 
Mr. Curry~What the Latter Says of the 


Charges. 

Joseph O. Curry, President of the defunct 
Chemical National Bank, is made a defend- 
ant in a bill for accounting filed yesterday in 
the Circuit Court by Elia C. Tourtelot, the 
receiver of the institution. The bill makes 
charges of neglect in the management of the 
business of the bank. 

After reciting the organization of the bank 
and the election of Mr. Curry to the Presi- 
dency the bill recites the failure of the bank 
July 21, 1893. The bill says Mr, 
Curry, as President of the bank, had 
principal charge and management of 


the loans made by the SChemical National’ 


Bank, but the charge is made that he im- 
providently loaned the funds of the bank to 
irresponsible persons: These persons, it is 
claimed, gave no sufficient security for the 
loans made to them. The bill also says it was 
the duty of the defendant to pay over to the 
bank all moneys reseived by him and belong- 
ing to it, but on the contrary he has wrong- 


fully converted to his own use a large sum of | 


money belonging to the bank. 

One of the loans made by the bank under 
the direction of the defendant, the bill says, 
was that of $25,512 to the Wellington Cater- 
ing company Feb. 15, 1893. For this loan 
the promissory notes of F. B. Gage, Albert S. 
Gage, and Seth Gage were accepted. In con- 
sideration of the making of this loan, it is 
charged, the makers of the promissory notes 
eaused to be issued to Mr. Curry forty shares, 
bf the value ot $100 each, in the Wellington 
Catering company. Thereafter, it is recited, 
Mr. Curry sold this stock for $2,000 cash and 
converted these proceeds to his own use. 

Carelessness Is Charged. 

It is farther said at the time of the suspen- 
sion of tlie bunk Linus R. Giddings and Frank 
C. Giddimgs were indebted to the bank in 
loans to the sum of $70,000, no part of 
which has been repaid. This loan was made, 
it is claimed, at the instigation of the de- 
fendant. These loans, the bill says, were im- 
provident and improper and the security 
taken for them was to a large extent value- 
less. In consequence the complainant deems 

ross carelessness on the part of Mr. Curry. 

t is said the receiver of the bank will not be 
able to collect more than $30,000 on these 
loans. f 

Another loan made through the instigation 
of Mr. Curry, the ill says, was one of $117,- 
000 to Yorsyth, Hyde & Co, It is charged 
this loan was also an improper one, and if the 
defendant had exercised due diligence he 
would have discovered that Forsyth, Hyde & 
Co. were insolvent when the loan was made, 
It is claimed not more than $20,000 of this 
loan can be recovered. For more than thirty 
days befory the suspension of the bank the 
indebtedness of Forsyth, Hyde & Co. exceed- 
ed one-tenth of the capital stock of the 
bank. This was a_ direct violation 
of the banking laws, but the bill says Mr. 
Curry made the loans with the full knowledge 
of the irregularity of his act and against the 
repeated objections of the other officers of the 
bank. For this action, the complainant says, 
Mr. Curry is liable to account for and pay 
over the excess of liability of Forsyth, Hyde 
& Co. over $100,000, 

A loan of $88,000, it is claimed, to Dern- 
berg & Rylander was also made under Mr. 
Curry’s direction. The security for this loan 

Shas been found to be to a large extent value- 
less. Other large amounts, tne bill says, have 
been lost in the same manner. It is recited 
that -so far as the receiver is advised 
none of the other officers of the bank 
have confederated with the defendant 
in the alleged wrongful conversion 
of the money of the bank, but the court is 
asked if it shall hereafter appear that they 
have done so they may be made party defend- 


ants to the bill. . 


What President Curry Said. 


The court is asked to compel an accounting 
from Mr. Curry and decree that he shall pay 
over to the receiver any money that it shail 
appenr shall have been lost through what is 
charged to be his improper conduct in the 
management of the bank’s affairs. 

‘The allegations contained in the bill are 
utterly without foundation,” said President 
Curry. “It is hardty the time at present for 
going into the matter in detail, but the asser- 
tions are false and can be easily proved so. 
There is no goud motive behind the bill, Last 
Friday the Controller of the Treasury gave 
consent to take the assets out of the hands of 
receiver. The latter has been opposing such 
action with every means at his command, and 
this bill is the last struggle to hold his job.”’ 

For some time there has been a wideni 
breach between the receiver and a number o 
the largest stockholders. These stockholders 
have felt the receiver was not managing the 
bank's assets satisfacterily, and have made a 
good many distinct charges of bad judgment 
against the management. An attempt was 
started some time ago to take the assets out 
of the hands of the receiver. Farson, Leach 
& Co. made an offer to pay all the balance 
due to stockholders and take the assets in re- 
turn and liquidate them, turning over 60 per 
cent of the amount realized, after re- 
imbursements for the. advances to deposit- 
ors, to the stockholders. That offer was 
agreed to by a large majority of the stock- 
holders, but the movement was strenuously 
opposed by the receiver and his attorney, ex- 
Judge Gilbert. The Controller of the Cur: 
reney has also opposed the plan, aithough, the 
stockholders could see no reason for t 80 
long as it meant an immediate dividend in 


full to the depositors, while under the mae 


agement of the receiver they could not hope 
to receive such a dividend for some time. 
Word was received here Friday that the Con- 
troller had at last agreed to allow the assets 
to be removed from the receiver’s hands upon 
the satisfaction b rson, Leach & Co. of all 
the claims of the deépbasitors. Some of the 
stockholders think they see direct connection 
between tne fact that they are in the way now 
to get hold of the assets against the wi'l of 
the receiver and the filing of this bill against 
the former President, 


WHAT CONTROLLER ECKELS SAYS. 


No Step in the Farson, Leach & Co. Plan 
Was Contemplated. 
Wasuineton, DL. C., July 28.—[Special. ]— 
When Controller Eckels was asked this even- 
ing regarding the statement that the affairs of 
the Chemica! National Bank were to be turned 
over to Farson, Leach & Co., he replied that 
no such step waseven contemplated. “All 
there is in the matter,” said the Controller, 
“arose from a visit paid me by Millard R. 
Powers, an attorney for the firm of Fareon, 
Leach & Co. He made no pretense of repre- 
senting the shareholders of the Chem- 
ical ‘National Bank, but simply appeared 
before me as an attorney fora firm cf specu- 
lators. They submitted a proposition to be 
allowed to take charge of the ,assets of the 
bank, after furnishing fund« for paying all 
present indebtedness, and were to receive an 
annual interest of 6 per cent. They repre- 
sented that the stock of the bank would not 
be worth more than 10°cents on the dollar, 
but figures in my possession indicate a valua- 
tion of nearly doubie and possibly triple 
these My reply to Mr. Powers was 
that under no circumstances would I permit 
any speculation in the assets of this institu. 
tion, which had already paid 80 per cent of 
claims proved against it. Inasmuch as I had 
not received any intimation from the share. 
holders either that Mr. Powers or anybod 
else was authorized to act in their behalf 
emphatically declined to give my assent to 
proposition as the one suggested.”’

Effect of the Lake Street L Extension on 
Loop Plans. 

“* Wetwill commence the extension of the 
road,” said Mr, Louderback of the Lake 
Street “TI,” yesterday, “as soon as the 
‘oad signs the ordinance and it becomes a 

w.”’ 

Mr. Louderback referred to the ordinance 
passed by the Council Friday night extending 
the right uf way of the company from Mar- 
ket street to Wabash avenue on Lake street. 

“The road could be completed within 
ninety days,” continued Mr. Louderback, 
“ The plans and drawings are already made, 
and if the road is built it will increase the 
value of property on Lake street 6&0 per cent 
within three years. It mneans that we will 
bring 100,000 to 150,000 people a day down 
to Lake street, and that street will be changed 
from a wholesale business street toa retail 
business street, Stores will rent easier and 
property will be more valuable, There is no 
doubt about it,”’ 

* The structure in itself is different from 
the old Lake street ‘L.’ It is airier and 
lighter, so that it will not obstruct the light of 
the stores along the road. Stations will be 
located at Fifth avenue, Clark street, State, 
and Wabash avenue. If the extension is built 
it will be the first step toward getting a down- 
town loop and a connection with the Alley 
‘LL,’ which is so badly needed.

The granting of this franchise to Lake 
street company means the abandonment of 
the scheme the Northwestern Elevated com- 
pany has been exploiting for tunneling a right 
of way straight through business ‘blocks to the 
center of the city. The Northwestern and the 
Lake street will certainly use this terminal 
jointly. Whether it will be part of a loop for 
the other roads is q questiop. It has been 
suid thata big elevated trust taking in all 
four of thé elevated companies is on the 
boards and that Mr. Yerkes is the controlling 
spirit. That is statimg. the situation too 
broadly. The Lake street and the North. 
western companies are now of course, prac- 
tically one enterprise, and Mr. Yerkes is the 
moving force. ere is no such close con- 
nection between the Lake street-North western 
combination and the Alley and the Metropol- 
itan companies. The Alley company is con- 
trolled in Chicago and some of the men most 
heavily interested in the Northwes:ern are 
also interested in the Alley compuny. The 
fact that the field of the Alley road is quite

signing himself “T. M. C.”’ arraigns my reason- 
ing in the Washingtonian Home case. The 
arraignment, in my opinion, is perfectly justified, 
but the reasoning which the correspondent 
arraigns was not my reasoning in argu the 
unconstitutionality of the Washingtonian Home 
act. 

I perfectly agree with the correspondent that 
the act did not become unconstitutional by the 
provision of Sec. 2 of Art. 11 of the Constitution 
of 1870, because that section disfranchises oaly 
those corporations created by special laws which 
had not then completed their organization and 
those which: were not in operation within ten 
aays from the time the new Constitution took 
effect. inasmuch as the Washingtonian Home 
organized and was in operation more than two 

ior to the taking effect of the Constita- 
tion, it could not have been affeeted by the con- 
stitutional provision above quoted. 

The reagoning which I did advance before 
Judge Burke, and the point upon which the lat- 
ter decided the case, was that the second of the 
separate sections attached to the Constitution of 
1870 prohibits municipal corporations from 
making donations to privaté corporations; that 
as the Washingtonian Home was not required to 
receive a single prisoner without its consent pay- 
ments by the city to the home, as contempla 
by the act, are donations pure and simple ; that 
the provision above referred to in the Constitu- 
tion of 1870 did, by implication, repeal the 
Washingtonian Home act. 

When the new Constitution took effect any pro- 
vision of a former law which was inconsistent 
with it became as much unconstitutional as ifthe 
law had been subsequently passed. Alaw cas-

Mrs. John A. Logan has deferred her Euro- 
pean trip until October, when she will go 
abroad for a stay of several moathsin order to 
confer with the artist, Franklin Simmons, 
who bas been selected by Congress to make 
the brunze statue and pedestal of the late 
Gen. Logan, which upon its completion will 
be erected in Iowa Circle in this city, The 
appropriation was made some time since by 
Congress of $150,000 for the purpose 
of providmg $50,000 each for §stat- 
ues of Logan, Sheridan, and Hancock 
to be erected in this city. At that 
time the plan was to have the statue 
of Sheridan erected in the government reéser- 
vatién at New Hampshire avenue and Six- 
teenth street, and that cf Hancock in the 
small park on Massachusetts avenue, near 
Kalorama Heights. This plan has been 
changed since that time, and the statues 
when completed will now be placed on the 
avenue. That of Gen. Sheridan willbe put 
in the park in front of the National Theater, 
and that of Gen. Hancock in the park on 
the north side of the market space between 
Seventh and Eighth streets. 

Will Be Handsome and Artistic. 


The original plan of having Gen. Logan’s 
statue erected in Iowa Circle bas been ad- 
hered to and when finished it will be one of 
the handsomest in’ Washington, as well as one 
of the most thoroughly artistic in this coun- 
try. The artist, Franklin Simmons, is a 
Maine man who for muny years past has 
resided abroad.. He was the artist of 
the soldiers’ statues at Portland, Me. 
The original sum of $650,000 appro- 
priated by Congress for the statue has 
been added to by the friends of the 
dead statesman until in now reaches the sum 
of $65,000. The statue will be an equestrian 
one, with a bronze pedestal, the height of the 
whole being forty-five feet. One -side of the 
base of the pedestal, in bas-relief, will bea 
representation of the Senate chamber, with 
Gen. Logan as the principal figure taking the 
oath of office. On the opposite side will be a 
council of war, in which Gen. Logan ‘will be 
surrounded by the Generals in his command 
in the “Army of the Tennessee. The 
front of the pedestal will be orna- 
mented in bas-relief with un allegorical 
figure of war, while at the rear will be a com- 
panion figure representing peace. The de- 
sign and model were submitted some time 
since to the committee in Congress, the Sec- 
retary of War, and the personal friends of 
Logan, who, after approving the same, made 
the award to the artist who is now engaged 
upon it. The bronze will probably be cast in 
Munich. The statue will not be completed 
and unveiled for three years. 

It was the intention of the Army of the Po- 
tomac to add to the or a3 Fy of $50,000 
for the statue of Sheridan, but so far nothing 
seems to have been doné in that direction. 
The Army of the Cumberland and personal 
friends of the late Gen. Hancock have added 
$3,000 to the original $50,000 for his statue. 

Mrs. Logan will occupy much of her time 
while abroad in writing. as she has under- 
taken considerable literary work to accom- 
plish during the next year. For some time 
past she has beén engaged upon the work, of 
getting up two books containing copies of 
every likeness ever taken of Gen. Logan 
from his earliest boyhood. These have been 
arranged in the proper order and the 
books when completed will be given one to 
her daughter, Mrs. Tucker, and the other to 
her son, John A. Logan Jr. Mrs. Logan will 
remain at Calumet Place for a week or ten 
days to come, after which she will go to New 
London to visit Mr. and Mrs. John A. Logan 
Jr., who have a cottage at that place for the 
summer, Later she wiil visit friends at the 
Ocean House, Newport.

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THE MAYOR'S DUTY TO THE PUBLIC. 

The Mayor has announced that Monday 
he will withdraw the National Guards from 
Pullman if the company does not start up its 
works by that,time, and the Second Regiment 
from the Stock-Yards. If the works at Pull- 
man do start up he ig undecided what he will 
de. Hesays: ‘Of course! should have to 
be guided by circumstances. There might be 
trouble and there might not. A great deal, 
of course, would depend upon what policy 
the company might pursue.” ~ 

*The Mayor should have no doubt or ifs or 
ands as to what he will do whether the com- 
pany starts up or not, His duty in the prem- 
ises is not limited or affected in any way by 
what the Pullman company may do or may 
not do. It is his business to preserve the peace 
and to punish those who break it, He has 
contended ever since the Debs riots broke 
out that there was no need of the regulars 
coming to Chicago. Within the last few days 
he has said over and over again that there is 
no longer any need of the militia being at Pull- 
man and the Stock-Yards. He has flam boyant- 
ly declared all along that if the situation had 
been left to him he would have taken care of 
it with his police. He has plenty of police 
if he will only use them vigorously. Such 
being the case, under any circumstances, it is 
his business to use’ his police and to make 
them understand that as soon as the State 
guards are withdrawn they will be expected 
to keep the peace at Pullman and the Stock- 
Yards, and knock out the rioters, and that 
any one who fails in his duty will be dis- 
missed from the force at once. The police 
will be held responsible and he himeelf will 
be held responsible if he does not see that 
they doit. There must be no further inter- 
ference with railroad trains, no destruction 
of railroad property, no stoning of railroad 
employés, no beating and mobbing of men 
and women who have gone.to work’ again 
whether they are union or non-union work 
people. The Mayor has said that he can 
do this with his police. Now let us 
see if he will even honestly try to dc it. Thus 
far he has not been in earnest. His first duty 
is to instruct his police army as to what is ex- 
pected of them. It does not become him to 
intimate that it is impossible for him to say 
what courbe he will pursue. It makes no 
difference to him whether the works open or 
remain closed. His business is to enforce the 
laws, knock down the rioters, protect the 
roads, and keep peace and order. That is 
what his police are paid to do and that is 
what he is Mayor for, though he does not al- 
ways seem to clearly recognize that fact. As

They 
know well they cannot propose any plan for 
doing it that would not be utterly impractic- 
able, and that is why they do not respond to 
the invitation by Taz Tarsunz to formulate 
a bill setting forth.what they want and how 
it is to be attaimed by statutory enactment. 
The thinkers who are trying to study the 
problem are hereby requested to con this 
point well, to reflect on the absolute necessity 
of brains obtaining hold of the raw material, 
establishing a plant and machinery direct.ng 
the exertions of the workman, finding a 
market for the product, and having enough 
of profit left from these operations to en- 
courage the aforesaid brains to continue thé 
business. If they once master this part of the

HARD TO BELIEVE. 

The report has been spread abroad more 
than once during the last few days that there 
are certain employers in this city who have 
ordered employés of theirs servingin the mi- 
litia back to their places at once on pain of 
dismissal, and some others who have dis- 
charged men because they have not returned 
sooner. When these stories are sifted down, 
however, THe Trisune is of opinion such 
cases of rank injustice will be found to have 
bé@n very rare. 

In the event, however, that there have been 
such employers and that they have acted ina 
the manner complained of, it is proposed that 
they should be warned in time of the conse- 
quences which inevitably willensue. They may 
as weil understand that there will be a new boy 
cott and that it will not end as the Debs boy- 
cotts have ended. Mr. Debs has undertaken 
three boycotts—one against newspapers for 
denouncing violence and riot, upholding the 
law, and supporting peace and order; a sec- 
ond, against the commerce of the country and 
the transportation of its mails: and a third, of 
all people who patronized Pullman sleeping 
cars. Ali three of his boycotts have failed. The 
authority of the law has been restored and 
peace and ordér have been secured. The com- 
merce of the country is movingin its regular 
channels and the mails are transported with- 
out interference. People are using such 
sleeping cars as they prefer. In case these 
charges against employers are true, or if any 

them shall attempt such a dastardly and 
ubjust policy against employés in the future, 
there will be a fourth boycott, and it will not 
end in failure. The merchant or manufact- 
urer who discharges an employ4 because he 
has been taithfully performing his duty in 
the State Guard during the last month will 
never be forgiven. To deprive such an em- 
ployé of the means of obtaining his subsist- 
ence will provoke a boycott the employer will 
not be likely to forget. Popular indignation 
will be concentrated upon that man like the 
sun’s rays through & burning glass and wither 
him and his business.

Tue Triuune does not believe there is 
any employer rash enough or brave 
enough to expose himself to the over- 
whelming popular odium which would 
be fastened upon him for such an act. There 
are limits even to human selfishness. There 
is a point beyond which it is not safe. for 
greed togo. Laws are not made to protect 
that kind of tyranny. It has been urged by 
some that statutes should be enacted forbid- 
ding such injustice and selfish tyranny. Such 
statutes are not needed, The unwritten com- 
mon law deeply grounded in the public con- 
sciousness and sense of justice will always be 
a better protection for a mah who has faith- 
fully discharged his duty to that public than 
any statute which could be evaded by the 
tricks known to the pettifogger. If there is 
any merchant or employer in Chicago who 
has discharged or who shall discharge any 
employé of his who has been called by the 
authority of the State upon the application of 
the Mayor to help preserve the peace and up- 
hold the laws the wrath of this city will fall 
upon him. He will get all the advertising he 
wants without charge to him of a-cent per 
line or square or column. but it will not be 
that kind of advertising which will benefit his 
business. The boys in the regiments need 
not fear that kind of reward for doing their 
duty. In case of trouble the public will 
stand by them. 


A LABOR ‘PROTEST AGAINST THE WALE- 
ING DELEGATE. 

That is rather a curious bill which was filed 
day before yesterday by the Amalgamated 
Society of Carpenters and Joiners and the 
Knights of Labor Carpenters’ Council against 
another organization known as the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters. The defendant 
is a member of the Buildmg Trades Council 
and the complainants ure not. 
more carpenters than there are jobs there is 
not employment enodgh for nearly all the 
members of these three organizations. It 
is alleged that whenever a salaried “ walk- 
ing delegate” of the United Brotherhood 
as he is wandering up and down on the face of 
the earth, seeking whom he may devour, finds 
a member of one of the complaining societies 
working on a job, he requests his empluyer to 
discharge him, saying if he does not do so he 
will order a sympathetic etrike of all the other 
workmen who are connected with the Build. 
ing Trades Council. It is alleged that while 
the employer is generally satisfied with the 
carpenter he has, yet he discharges him in 
order to avoid trouble and puts a United 
Brotherhood man at work. 

The complainants say that this conduct on 
the part of the salaried walking delegates is 
outrageous and they want it stopped. Their 
own walking delegates have done the same 
thing’in the past for the purpose of driving 
non-union men from their jobs. The com- 
plainants have invoked in the past the aid of 
the sympathetic strike to carry their point 
and have thought it an admirable institution. 
But now that their ox is gored they do not 
think so highly of it. The methods which 
they sanctioned when dealing with non-union 


methods are turned against themselves.

features. It is to be hoped that they will 
profit by the lesson and will keep their own 
walking delégates in better order in the fut- 
ure.

ALD MANIC PROGRESS IN CHICAGO, 

It is by one of the city papers that the 
Aldermpn have found a purchaser for their 
“ Univérsal Gas ordinance,” and that the 
amount which is to be divided among those 
who voted for the gpeculation is about $175,- 
000. There seems to be a general agreement 
among those who are, or claim to be, on the 
inside that the profits of this speculation will 
not fall below that sum. This is a profitabie 
public franchise, What with the boodle off 
Street railroad and other ordinances no mer- 
cenary member of the Council has any right 
to complain of his share of the whacks. The 
newly-elected members who shared in the 
division of the spoils cannot deny | that their 
lines have fallen in pleasant places and that 
they dropped into the Council at just the right 
time to become boodlers. 

The mention of such large sums as the 
above in connection with Aldermanic gains 
shows the rapid progress which the city has 
made and how it is catching up with New 
York. Twenty years ago a person would 
have been laughed at who talked if he had 


said-the City Fathers had cleaned up a hun- 


dred thousand doilats on a single deal. When 
& man said then that a $30,000 melon had 
been cut up for the benefit of the Aldermen 
he was not surprised if people shook their 
heads incredulously. 

Boodlers worked then for small wages, and 
were glad to get them. It was a day of little 
things. When-an Alderman had picked up 
fifty dollars he felt that he had’ done very weil. 
It was not astonishing that he looked up. with 
unspeakable reverence at his elder brother in 
New York who made as muchin aday as he 
didinayear. At this primitive epoch three 
Aldermen were sent to the County Jail on ac- 
count of a few hundred dollars which they 
had solicited too openly, and a member of the 
County Board got into trouble about a set of 
cheap catskin furs. 

The city has advanced so much and has 
grown so much wealthier and the Aldermen 
have become so much more energetic and are 
so much better trained in addition, division, 
and silence that they get thousands of dollars 
where they used to get but hundreds, and they 
rarely get caught. They are more dextrous 
than the New York Aldermen, for the last 
Aldermen who came to grief were New York 
ones. The city by the sea.may boast that it 
has more people and more culture, but it can- 
not bosst any longer of great superiority in 
the arte cf Aldermanic thievery. It has come 
to be as profitable to be a *‘ City Father” here 
as in New York. 


HE DEFENDS JUVENILE BELIEF IN HOB- 
GOBLINS. 

An “oid timer ”’ in this city, who sometimes 
amuses himself in the columns of the Evening 
News by tinding fault with the realities and at 
others by quixotic attacks on the figments of 
his own imagination, affects to be grieved 
overanarticle in Tus Trreune of June 24 
last. Thearticle was headed * Superstitions 
of the Human Race,” and among other things 
insisted on it as the duty of teachers to inform 
the children under their charge that ‘there is 
no real foundation for the belief in ghosts or 
spooks, or fear of what they may do; that 
they neec not apprehend danger or fright by 
being alone in the dark.’’ This is objected to 
by the critic as tending to “ nothing short of 
religious, literary, and civil anarchy,’’ 
since “to take the ghosts out of the 
‘“* Word of God would be to eviscerate it of 
“its soul and sense.”’ Then he proceeds to 
prove the principal point aimei at in the 
writing of Tus Trisuye article—namely : that 
if the child is taught or allowed to believe in 
hobgoblins or spooks the adult will believe in 
them. He confesses that in his own case the 
result of hearing the wind blowing is a remov- 
ing him as it were from time and space. and 
ushering him into that unseen existence 
which is the ghost of this. He holds that it 
is *‘ natural ’ for children to be afraid in the 
dark, and seems disposed to discourage the 
idea of letting them know that such fear of 
apparitions in the darkness isutteriy un- 
founded. 

The criticism by *‘ Old Timer” is based on an 
entire misconception. Tue Trisuns did not 
try to induce its readers to believe that the 
soul ceases to exist immediately after leaving 
the body, or that it is not immortal. Its 
effort was to discourage the teaching to chil- 
dren of what no intelligent Christian believes, 
and what has no warrantin the scriptures— 
namely: that the spirits of the departed hover 
around and among the survivors like so many 
firebugs. That fancy has’ been proven to be 
false, like many another ignis fatuus that 
troubled people in by-gone ages. Tue TRib- 
UNE cannot be held responsible for the re- 
vival of childish imaginings in the heads of 
old people whose fancies were tortured in in- 
fancy by the recital of spook stories. 

The fact is ‘‘ Oid Timer ” appears to harbor 
an equally unfounded fear that Tue Trisunz 
aimed to inculcate the idea that there is no 
such thing as spirit or spirit land. He is alto- 
gether in error on that point. The aim and in- 
tent of the article simply was to argue that 
disembodied spirits, nor those which may be 
supposed to have survived from some pre- 
existent state of man, do not go hovering 
about in graveyards, cellars, or garrets, that 
they do not hide behind curtains or in coal 
holes, or in any other dark places for the pur- 
pose of springing out upon innocent children 
or even upon sinful adults, and either scaring 
them out of their wits or carrying them off 
into another state of existence. Theaim was to 
help sensible people tosee and remember that 
the belief in such things belongs to the in- 
fantile thought stage of the human race, and 
that the nursery tales in which itis taught 
should be expunged from the mental pabu- 
lum with which the ordinary child is fed. 
The aim was not tocast discredit, upon the 
Bible, nor was it necessary, for there is nota 
single passage in that volume which leads the 
reader tu infer that any of the children of Is- 
rael éver were afraid of ghosts bobbing into 
their chambers ia the night time or meeting 
them on the highways in the dark of the moon 
or on cloudy nights. On the contrary, all the 
Bible accounts of spirit manifestations or of 
visits of apparitions which are understood to 
have been such, belonged tothe miraculous 
order of things and were not to have been ex- 
pected to occur in the ordinary course of nat- 
ure, 

A belief in the existence of disembodied 
spirits doés not by any means carry with it 
the necessity of supposing that those in- 
tangible shades are ever waiting for and 
watching a chance to scare children or to 
interfere in human affairs. That notion is 
much more consistent with the heathen 
thought of the Chinese, the Africans, and 
other peoples still lower in the scale of civil- 
ization. The scripture references to departed 
spirits convey the idea, more or less distinctly, 
that those spirits have separate places in 
which to abide, while angels are spoken of as 
only coming to earth when specially sent here. 
True, there are some statements about evil 
spirite taking possession of the bodies of men, 
but we do not read that they lay in wait in 
the darkness for that purpose, and some of 
them are stated to have exhibited their 
powers under conditions which indicate the 
time to have been broad daylight. And here 
is further proof of the absurdity of the de- 


‘tusten: with which the minds of so many chil. 


aren are troubled in the present “ enlightened 
age.’ The children are taught. to be afraid 
of ghostly visitations only in the dark, and we 
never hear of one during the daylight or in 
the full moon, Yet it stands to reason that 
the “spirits” or ghosts must be compara- 
tively independent of the succession of day 
and night, which simply is a natural phenom- 
enon due to the rotation of the earth on its 
axis, by which a part of its surface faces the 
sun whife other parts are in the shade. 

Tue Trisunz stands by its original posi- 
tion, that it isa sin and a shame to fill the 


-minds of children with hobgoblin stories, 


which warp and torture the mentality of the 
subsequent adult, and that “ to eradicate the 
ghost superstition well may be noted as one 
of the highest and noblest efforts that can be 
made by those who uadertake to mold the 
juvenile mind and implant init the seeds of 
correct knowledge of the things they will 
meet with in after life.” 


CHIVALROUS CHILDREN. 

The Earl and Countess of Winchilsea in 
England have carried into practical effect the 
idea of establishing in connection with the 
National Agricultural Union what is known 
asthe Children’s Order of Chivalry, whose 
motto is, ** What’s brave, what’s noble, let us 
do.”” The object of the order is to band 
children together, to whatever sphere they 
may belong, but especially the rich and the 
poor children. The order wag founded about 
& year vs, and since that Aime 7,000 chil- 
dren have been enrolled, principally in 
Northamptonshire and Lincolnshire, and put 
in communication with poor children in the 
East End of London, with whom they corre- 
spond, and whom they invite into the country 
for a holiday at various periods: of the year. 
At Christmas time the me.abers of the order 
act the part of Santa Claus, and in addition 
to the country holiday visits it is arranged 
that once in the year there shail be a picnic 
for as many poor London children as 
can be. provided for out of the holiday 
fund. The first of these picnics took 
piace a few weeks ago, and an immense 
crowd of children left London and went to 
Kirby Hall, on the boarders of Rockingham 
Forest, where they. were entertained by the 
Earl and Countess, assisted by the children 
of the order. The London Telegraph, de- 
scribing the scene, says that after the sports 
of the day-and the dinner— 


Knights, dames, and companions assembled in 
the great quadrangle of the old ruined Elizabeth- 
an mansion fora grand investiture of the order 
by the kind lady and her lord, who reminded the 
children that the place in which they were stand- 
ing was built in the olden days of chivalry, when 
the arm of the law was not so strong as now, and 
people used to make vows that they wonld do 
services to God and mankind. and were enrolled 
as knights and ladies of different orders. Al- 
though the law was more powerful nowadays 
there were poverty, misery, and trouble to be re- 
lieved all the world over. And so they had 
founded their little Order of Chivalry that chil- 
dren might seek to help each other, and make 
little knights and dames of those who did well. 

Prizes were prasented by Lady Winchilsea to 
those competitors who had been successful in the 
sports. And then, alas! this happy day to be 
“ marked with a white stone,”’ and to be looked 
back upon in after years with joyful recollection, 
was over all too soon. It was with lamentations 
and expressions of regret that the children had 
to take leave of their thoughtful and generous 
host and hostess and journey back to the grim 
and grimy city, buoyed up with the hope that a 
similar treat was.in store for them another year, 
and that then the poor children of other great 
cities and towns might, owing,to the spread of 
the movement, be able tosharetheir delights’ 
and bless the founders of the Children’s Order of 


Chivalry. 

There is something more than mere senti- 
ment in all this. The order of chivalry ap- 
pears to be practical and businesslike, and to 
be destined to exert a beneficial influence and 
bring abouta better understanding between 
rich and poor when they come to the éstate of 
men and women. As the Telegraph says, it 
is hoped through the agency of kind words 
and deeds passing between them “a spirit of 
sympathy and large-heartedness may be en- 
couraged in early life, in the hope that, as 
children grow up to manhood, they will be 
less selfish and more thoughtful; that the rich 
may think better of the poor; that the poor 
may rot think so hardly of the rich; and that 
they may share the pleasures and participate 
in the joys and sorrows of each other.”’ There 
is little hope of accomplishing much to- 
wards bringing the grown-up rich and 
poor together, so ingrained are their 
passions and their prejudices and so 
strong are the influences of greed 
and selfishness, as well as of ignorance and 
lawlessness, but certainly there should be a 
strong hope of overco:ning these qualities to 
some extent at least, and bringing rich and 
poor into relations where they may better un- 
derstand each other and fipd some compara- 
tively comfortable modus vivendi, if the basis 
for itis laid in childhood, before these al- 
most invincible passions and prejudices have 
taken deep root. If such an order can flour. 
ish in England there is no reason why it 
should not flourish in this country, human 
nature being the same everywhere. The no- 
ble and generous inspiration of the Earl and 
Countess of Winchilsea is at least well worth 
imitating. It might prove to be a profitable 
investment of money and effort for a happier 
future. There will be some at least among 
the poor of the London streets who will grow 
up with kindlier feelings toward the rich than 
they otherwise would have had, and there are 
many of the Order of Chivalry who will grow 
up with a better understanding of the condi- 
tions of the poor. 


LAKE STREET L EXTENDED TO WABASH. 

The passage by the Council Friday night of 
the ordinance allowing the Lake street ele: 
vated to extend its tracks to Wabash avenue 
is the first result of the purchase of that ele- 
vated road by the persons who have the con- 
trol of the West Side street car lines. Re. 
newed efforts will be made now to get a right 
of way on Wabash avenue as far south as 
Cougress street, so that the West and South 
Side systems may be brought together and 
connected. As the North Side elevated, when 
built, will be controlled by Mr. Yerkes, it will 
be enabled under the ordinance touse any 
South Side loop which the Lake street ele- 
vated may build. 

It cannot be denied that this will bea great 
convenience for the public, As the majority 
of the property-ownera on’ Lake between 
Market and Wabash gave their consent to the 
building of an “ L”’ road on their street, there 
is no reason for finding any special fault with 
the ordinance passed. Friday night. At the 
same time it would have looked betterif it 
had not been put through in such a precipi- 
tate way. When dealing with city franchises 
of thisimportance the Aldermen ought to 
have respect enough for their constituents to 
give them a chance to be heard from, ‘There 
is always something suspicious about haste 
and secrecy. In this case, however, it is 
not probable that it was necessary to resort 
to much corruption. Only three Aldermen 
voted against the ordinan-e and one of them 
did so because he did not approve of such 
extreme hasty action in matters of such great 
consequence, Atthe same time some of the 
“bosses ’’ got their “ retaining fee”’ undoubt- 
edly, or the ordinance would not have been 
railroaded through so easily. If the ways had 
not been made smooth by “grease” some 
Aldermen would have insisted on reference to 
a committee, or on laying the measure ovér 
so it might be printed and they given a chance 
to look into it. It is many years since a fran- 
chise ordinance has gone through tlie Council 
exclusively on its merits, The best of meas

The disturbances instigated by the leaders in the 
recent “sympathetic” strike being quelled, the 
President of the Illinois Central railroad com- 
pany takes this method of expressing his heart- 

eit thanks to the officers and os her men in the 
company s service for their resolute and efficient 
efforts to overcome the matignant violence of the 
mob While those disorders lasted, With few ex- 
ceptions the company's employés remained faith- 
ful to their obligations. They rformed their 
duties without flinching, and exhibited a cool- 
ness, steadiness, and intrepidity in trying situa- 
tions which merit the highest praise. 

The railroad companies have no power to de. 
termine what wages the Pullman company shall 
pay. or can afford to pay, the men it employs. 
They’ have no sort of control over that corpora- 
tion, and no more right to intermeddle in dis- 

utes between it and its employés than to inter- 
ere between the employer and the employed in 
any and every other industrial occupation. Nor 
was it possible for railroad companies having 
contracts with the Pullman company to discon- 
tinue the use of Pullman cars without violating 
those contracts and making themselves liable for 
heavy and indefinite damages. Thus the blow 
aimed ostensibly at the Pullman company was 
really directed against the railroads, which had { 
confessealy given no cause of complaint, and yet 
they and the country served by them have neces- 
sarily been the principal sufferers. A strike 
without a grievance can have no chance of suc- 
cess. In this case the conception was wild and 
wholly irrational, and certain to result in disas- 
ter and disgrace to those who took part in it. 

The masses of the people are not lunatics or 
anarchists. The lies toid by the hot brained in- 
stigators of riot were in general too ~ gm 
faise to impose on honest men of sane mind and 
common sense. It did not, therefore, take long 
for the sober second thought of the American 
people to assert itself on the side of law and or- 

er. itis gratifying to be able to state that the 
public authorities in every county and town 
along the Illinois Central railroad, almost with- 
out exception, early saw the imbocility and 
wickedness of the movement which had been set 
on foot to gratify the humor or the malice of a 
few irresponsibic agitators who had neither a 
grievance against nor any relation to the rail- 
road company. It was the folly of some weak 
minds to mistake the froth and bluster of those 
blatant demagogues for the voice of the people, 
but the plain, common sense of the great body 
of our fellow-citjzens in this and other States 
has not failed to condemn the brutal atrocities 
perpetrated, or to demand the vigorous enforce- 
mentef the laws. 

For the extraordinary exertions put forth in 
the face of great difficulties by the officers and 
men in the company's service to protect its prop- 
erty. and to perform the duty to the public to 
which that property is dedicated, they will please 
accept, one and all, our cordial thanks and ac- 
knowledgments. Like thaoks and acknowledg- 
ments are also due and giadly tendered to ail 
thiose public officers, whether Federal, State, or 
municipal, whe, seeing their duty, dared to per- 
form it, during the late trying ordeal, as well as 
to the real associations of organized labor, to the 
Boards of Trade, and other civic and mercantile 
associations from one end of the land to the 
other, to whose constant and cordial support it is 
largely due that the disorders were confined to a 
few localities, and that the destruction of prop- 
erty and hindrance to trade were not greater and 
more widespread.

COMPETE WITH SOUTHERN PACIFIC, 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company 
to Bid for Transcontinental Freight. 
Saw Francisco, Cal., July 28.—Fred W. 
Connor, formerly connected with the Mil- 
waukee railroad, was yesterday appointed 
general agent of the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation company in this city, and the 
company is to open an office in San Fran- 
cisco within a few days for the transaction of 
freight and passenger business. _ W. B. Hurl- 
burt, General Passenger Agent of the com- 
pany, has been in town for the last few days 
making plans, and in a few days the Southern 
Pacific company will find a rival in its field 
catering to overland business, The Oregon 
Railway and Navigation company has been 
until recently a portion of the Union Pacific 
system, but the appointment of a separate 
receiver of the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion company a few days*ago throws the 
latter road upon its own resources. The 
Oregon Railway and Navigation company 
owns the three largest steamers which ply 
between Portland and San Francisco—viz. : 
The Columbia, the State of California, and 
the Oregon, and also®%the steamer George W. 
Elder, which plies between Portland and 
Alaska—now laid upon accountof dull times, 
In addition to this the company operates 
1,000 miles of track, connecting with the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacitic at Spo- 
kane and with the Union Pacific at Hunting- 
ton. It isan open secret that the Union Pa- 
cific is bound by a contract with the Southern 
Pacific company to handie no California 
freight by way of Portland. It has always 
been handled by the two roads by way of Og- 
den, and the steamers plying between Port- 
land and San Francisco have only handied 
way freight. Now the Qregon Railway and 
Navigation company is free .to compete for 
business, which it is now preparing to do, as 
it can offer through service from San Fran- 

cisco via Portland to St. Peul and Chicago. 


Will Not Extend Ticket Limits.

MILWAUKEE MERCHANTS THREATEN. 


If Sunday Closing Is Enforeed They Will 
Take the Warpath. * 

Miuwacxez, Wis., July 28.—[Specia).]— 
District-Attorney Hammel decided to today | 
that he would not issue a warrant for the 
merchant against whom ‘the Retail Clerks’ 
Association made complaint for keeping open 
Sunday. The District-Attorney said the clerks 
did not have any evidence at all of a sale 
Sunday except the sale of a collar by a man 
against whom the complaint was made. In 
case he arrested that man, Mr. Hammel said, 
the merchants declared their intention of clos- 
ing the exposition Sunday, stopping ball 
games and arresting the spectators, c!osing the 
newspaper offices, tying up the railroads, and 
shutting up the hotels and restaurants. On 
the advice of the District-Atiormey the clerks 
have decided to postpone further action until 
next Monday. In the meantime tre mer- 
chants whose stores were found open last Sun- 
day by the clerks’ eommittee. will be advised 
by letter by the District-Attorney to close 
Sundays hereafter. President Buchner said 
he feared the association would have trouble 
in getting a warrant, but if the District-At- 
torney refused to issue the document the case 
would be given to Attorney V. W. Seely, with 
instructions to get a warrant and to push the 
case to conclusion as rapidly as possible. 

Singular, indeed, are the circumstances 
surrounding the suicide of Harry Boehm, 
whose body was found in the river this morn- 
ing. A poiiceman passing along the docks 
near Chicago street picked up a hat, coat, 
and eane. In the coat was a note to the ef.- 
fect that Henry Boehm’s body would be found 
in the river. It also stated that his reason for 
taking Lis life was that his wife wanted a di- 
voree and that he had decided to sevure a di- 
vorce for her that would be final. This was 
Boehm’s second attempt at suicide. 

A movement is on foot-to build another 
immense distillery equal in capacity to the 
big Lakeside distillery south of tifis city. The 
capital stock of $200,000 is said to have 
been subscribed and the articles of incorpora- 
tion wil soon be filed. 

In an odd document filed in the office of 
the regidter of deeds, Carl and Emilie Riemer 
have decided that ‘* Have found and find that 
their married life has caused to each of them 
so rnuch dissatisfaction, trouble, and discon- 
tent, that they cannot further agree 
together.””

Mrs. Rie- 
mer must also care for the three children, It 
is agreed that Mrs. Riemer may at any time 
bring suit for a divorce, but she is to get no 
more property. It is evident that Mr. and 
Mrs. Riemer hope to be reunited in death, for 
it is etipulated that their lot in Union Ceme- 
tery is not to be sold and that the members of 
the family are to be buried there.

WANTS HER DAUGHTER 


Peculiar Story Told in Court by Mrs. 
Lavinia Holmes. 

Lavinia Holmes has filed a bill in the Cir. 
cuit Court restraining Gustav Kettler from 
interfering with the effects of her daughter, 
Jennie Lehman, who is now in Kankakee 
Asylum. Some years ago Mrs, Kettler was 
divorced from her husband, and in settiement 
was given $17,000 in realestate. Besides 
this she, owned $6,000 in personal prop- 
erty. Some time after the divorce Mrs, 
Kettler became of unsound mind. Mrs. 
Holmes says the defendant became aware 
of this, and took Mrs. Kettler before the in- 
sane court of Cook County and had her ad- 
judged insane. The complainant charges 
that on this occasion Kettler represented him- 
self as Mrs. Kettler’s husband. Kettler then 
appeared in the Probate Court and made an 
application to be appointed conservator of 
Mrs. Kettler’s estate. This petition has been 
dismissed by Mrs. Holmes’ efforts. Judge 
Horton issued an injunction restraining Ket- 
tier from interfering with her daughter's per- 
sonal property in any manner.

ALD. MANN’S RESOLUTION MAY 
OAUSE NO END OF TROUBLE. 


Attorneys for the Gas Companies Say the 
City Has Not the Right to Disconnect 
Pipes= City Has Already Taken the 
Stand It Can Cut Wires of Companies 
Furnishing Electric Current Ontside 
Its Own Territory—Matter to Be Heard 
in Court This Week. — 

Ald, Mann’s order, which was passed by the 


al Council Friday night, directing the Corpora- 


tion Counsel to report whether in his opinion 
the Hyde Park Gas company and the Lake 
View Gas company are empowered to obtain 
all their gas through the pipes connected with 
the pipes of the old gas companies, will 
bring up a question that may 
cause no end of trouble. The com- 
panies are not authorized to operate in the 
same territory. The Corporation Counsel is 
also asked to pass upon the question of 
whether the city has the right to disconnect 
these pipes. 

The attorneys for the gas companies will 
no doubt maintain that the city has not the 
right to disconnect the pipes. No intimation 
was given out by the Law Department yester- 
day as to the position of the Corporation 
Counsel on this point, but-if the city takes the 
same position as it has as to its right to dis- 
connect wires furnishing electric current the 
pipes will probably be disconnected. 

Gen. George W. Smith, who has appeared 
n behalf of the city in recent litiga tion grow- 
ing out of the cutting of the wires of the Mu- 
tual Electric Light and Power company of 
the Town of Lake, has maintained that one 
electric light company could not furnish cur- 
rent to another not within its territory. At 
all events, the city cut the wires, and there is 
a lively fight now in progress in the courts. 

The Mbtual Electric Light and Power com- 
pany of Lake was granted a franchise by the 
Council last March to operate a plant south of 
the center line of Thirty-ninth street and west 
of the center line of State street. It was also 
given the privilege of erecting poles and 
stringing: wires south of Sixty-first street and 
west of Halsted street. It was required to 
make a deposit of $10,000 to guarantee that 
a plant costing not lesa than $40,000 would 
be in operation within a year. The company 
obtained a permit to string wires on poles be- 
longing to the Chicago City railway, and 
made a contract with the Hyde Park Electric 
Light and Power company under which the 
latter company was to furnish the current for 
a period of eight months. The connection 
was made at Sixty-first and State streets. 


Wires Were Cat. 


According to J. H. Breckinridge, the attor- 
ney for the company, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Jones afterward revoked the per- 
mit and directed his subordinates to cut the 
wires. This was done not only at the fount- 
ain-head of the system, but at six other 
streets the portion of the wire crossing the 
street was cut out. The Lake company then 
obtained an injunction against the city and 
the Hyde Park company and asked for an 
order restraining other parties from interfer- 
ing with the repairing of the wires. The re- 
straining orders asked for were finally issued 
July 13 by Judge Horton. July 14 the Lake 
company commenced to furnish eurrent to 
its customers, but the current had been going 
only 40 minutes until the wires were cut just 
west of State street on Sixty-first. July 
16 the court entered a rule on 
the Mayor, Capt. Aldrich, and others 
to show cause why they should not 
be attached for contempt. next day As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Zeisler appeared 
before the court and stated the wires were cut 
by mistake. He said the Mayor had directed 
the wires. east of State street be cut, and in 
executing this order the mistake had been 
made. The next move was to cut the wires 
of the Hyde Park company furnishing this 
current. Friday the Hyde Park Electric 
Light and Power company filed a cross bill 
for an injunction restraini the city from 
cutting its wires. This will be heard this 
week. In this litigation. Gen. George W. 
Smith has appeared for the city and 
has taken the position that one company has 
not the right to furnish current for a company 
not in ite territory. He is also the attorney, 
it is said, for the People’s Electric Light and 
Motor company, a Lake corporation whose 
territory is being invaded by the the Mutual 
Electric Light and Power company. 

A peculiar feature of the fight 1s that the 
wires of the People’s Electric Light and 
Motor company are connected with the wires 
of the People’s Electric Light company of 
South Chicago and a complete 
circuit is madey the plant of the Motor 
company at Wifty-sixth and Wallace streets 
being used in a relay capacity. The connec- 
tion. is made at Sixty-first and Stata, and 
Capt. Aldrich and his men do not seem to 
have received orders to cut the wires connect- 
ing these plants. : 

Should the city take the same position that 
it has in the case of the Mutual Electric Light 
and Power company the gas companies will 
have to make a fight.‘ It may be they will 
have sold to the Universal company before 
proceedings are instituted. 

When asked for an opinion in regard to the 
resolution yesterday Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Zeisler said: 

An opinion will necessitate the careful reading 
of the ordinances of these companies and I have 
not had time to do that as yet. Aid.'Mann is the 
attorney for the Hyde Park Electric Light and 
Power company, but I do not see his object in

THE MAYOR’S DUTY TO THE PUBLIC. 

The Mayor has announced that Monday 
he will withdraw the National Guards from | 
Pullman if the company does not start up its 
works by that time, and the Second Regiment 
from the Steck-Yards. If the works at Pull- 
man do start up he is undecided what he will 
do. He seys: ‘*‘ Of course I should have to 
be guided by circumstances. There might be 
troubie and there might not. A great deal, 
of course, would depend upon what policy 
the company might pursue.” ~ 

The Mayor should have no doubt or ifs or 
ands as to what he will do whether the com- 
pany starts up or not. His duty in the prem- 
ises is not limited or affected in any way by 
what the Pullman company may do or may 
not do. It is his business to preserve the peace 
and to punish those who break it. He has 
contended ever since the Debs riots broke 
eut that there was no need of the regulars 
coming to Chicago. Within the last few days 
he has said over and over again that there is 
no longer any need of the militia being at Pull- 
man and the Stock-Yards. He has flam boyant- 
ly declared all along that if the situation had 
been left to him he would have taken care of 
it with his police. He has plenty of police 
if he will only use them vigorously.. Such 
being the case, under any circumstances, it is 
his“business to use his police and to make 
them understand that as soon as the State 
guards are withdrawn they will be expected 
| to keep the peace at Pullman and the Stock- 
Yards, and knock out the rioters, and that 
any one who fails in his duty will be dis- 
missed from the force at once. The police 
will be held responsible and he himeelf will 
be held responsible if he does not see that 
they doit. There must be no further inter- 
ference with railroad trains, no destruction 
of railroad property, no stoning of railroad 
employés, no beating and mobbing of men 
and women who have gone to work again 
whether: they are union or non-union work 
people. The Mayor has said that he can 
do this with his police. Now let us 
see if he will even honestly. try todc it. Thus 
far he has not been in earnest. His first duty 
is to instruct his police army as to what is ex- 
pected of them. It does not become him to 
intimate that it is impossible for him to say 
what course he will pursue. It makes no 
difference to him whether the works open or 
remain closed. His business is to enforce the 
laws, knock down the rioters, protect the 
roads, and keep peace and order. That is 
what his police are paid to do and that is 
what he is Mayor for, though he does not al- 
ways seem to clearly recognize that fact. As 
the quickest and surest method of accoimplish- 
ing his duty he must notify his police as to 
what he expects of them and notify them so 
they will understand it. 


Tue Triscne of last Sunday mvited such 
of the professional discontents as had any 
further communications to make to it to put 
them in the form of a bill, setting forth in 
the shape of sections and provisos what they 
want the law to do for them. Out of the 
numerous responses only two merit reply. 
One by Mr. Bradley was answered yesterday. 
Another, by Mr. Biack of Toledo, pwblished 
Friday, brings outa point that has had too 
little attention bestowed upon it, that the 
actual struggle of the discontented workers is 
against the manager or employer, “* whom 
they mistake for the capitalist.””. Rather the 
contest may be said te be between ‘business 
ability and muscular ability. It is true that 
more or less of intelligence is required of the 
worker in many ‘vocations, but broadly 
stated the workers perform manual labor 
under the direction of the employer, whose 
brains and business ability are necessary to 
the successful conduct of the operations in 
volved. He has to provide work; that is, to 
get something for the men to do, obtain the 
raw material and the business plant, furnish 
the capital, either out of his own stock of 
money or by borrowing, find a market for 
the product, pay wages and other expenses 
out of the price obtained, and take the risk of 
loss as well as of gain,in the undertaking. f 

Asa rule only asmail part of the capital 
used is owned by the employer. The rest is 
contributed by friends, without whose aid the 
work could not be carried om nor the wages 
paid, but who do not come into personal re- 
latawus With the employés of the individual or 
firm known as the employer. 

If the firm succeeds the two or more vent- 
uresome young men who have built up a 
good business may organize it into a corpora- 
tion, the stock of which is taken by capital- 
ists who took none of the risks to begin with, 
but willingly join when success has been 
achieved. Something like a hundred thou- 
sand of these priva‘e corpcrations exist, the 
moving ahd controlling spirits in which are 
the men on whose efforts they were built up. 
Part of the capital is borrowed on the stock 
or mortgages are made by the issue of bonds. 
In each case if the business do not prosper 
the money borrowed is partly lost, creditors 
are paid at the rat2 of so many cents on the 
dollar, and the business may collapse, or 
perhaps another establishment be built 
up on its ruins by former employés: Whether 
firm or corporation the men employed are 
paid right along, for the whole terms of their 
service,. They take no risks, and have been 
warned by numerous experiences not to take 
any in the future. The capital, which is but 
the preserved- labor of yesterday, stands all 
the risk, with the labor, a part of which will 
be crystallized tinto the capital of tomorrow 
if the busineds be a prosperous one, takes 
_ none of ‘the risk of loss, being paid fixed 

wages. During the last 16 months the cur. 
rent labor has produced little new capital, 
and much accumulated capital has been lost. 
This was no more the fault of the employer 
than of the employed. It was caused by a 
foolish attempt by the party now in power to 
upset the price and wage scale of this country 
and thereby cripple the business ability which 
is necessary to conduct to a profitable issue 
the\exertion of muscular ability by the work. 
ers. 

Intelligent supervision is equally necessary 
to the profitable conduct of brain labor on a 
large scale. In Tus Tuxisvne office, for in- 
stance, forty or fifty men are employed in 
something more than mere automatic work. 
They have to think as well as act, and thé 
whole of their separate intellectual efforts are 
merged by direction into one product. A 
similar condition obtains in many other lines 
of enterprise, and for some of them it may be 
said that efficient supervision is all the more 
necessary in proportion to the amount of 
thinking done by the subordinates. The ad- 
vocates of what they call “equality of right ” 
among workers have nothing to gain by citing 
such establishments as examples of what’ 
would be the rule under State socialism. 

Statistics show that the employed classes 


take 75 to 80 per cent of the selling price of 
the product on which they labor. The pro-

inventor to exercise his brains for the im- 
provement of manufacturing and transport- 
ing processes, nothing to the brain ability 
necessary. to build up and ma busi- 
ness; nothing to the capitalists furnish 
the money needed in the conduct of the busi- 
ness: Apparently they forget that without 
the hope of profit neither of these would co- 
operate any more than the toiler would con- 


gent to work without wages. The fellows 
} whose mouthings against “ capital” contain 


no more of sense than do the croakings of 
frogs in a green scum pond cannot formu- 
late any plan. for getting that 20 or 
25 per cent without destroying the 
whole fabric by taking away the motive for 
providing men with work and wages. They 
know well they cannot propose any plan for 
doing it that woulda not be utterly impractic- 
able, and that is why they do not respond to 
the invitation by Tax Txrsunz to formulate 
a bill setting forth what they want and how 
it is to be attaimed by statutory enactment. 
The thinkers who are trying to study the 
problem are hereby requested to con this 
point well, to reflect on the absolute necessity 
of brains obtaining hold of the raw material, 
establishiig a plant and machinery direct.ng 
the exertions of the workman, finding a 
market for the product, and having enough 
of profit left from these operations to en- 
courage the aforesaid brains to continue the 
business. If they once master this part of the 
lesson it will not be difficult to understand 


the remaining portion. 


HARD TO BELIEVE. 

The report has been spread abroad more 
than once during the last few days that there 
are certain employers in this city who have 
ordered employés of theirs serving in the mi- 
litia back 4o their places at once on -pain of 
dismissél,” and some others who have dis- 
charged 7 hoa because they have not returned 
sooner. When these stories are sifted down, 
however, THe Trrevune is of opinion such 
cases of rank injustice will be found to have 
been very rare. 

In the event, however, that there have been 
such employers and that. they have acted in 
the manner complained of, it is proposed that 
they should be warned in time of the conse- 
quences which inevitably willensue. They may 
as weil understand that there will bea new boy 
cott and that it will mot end as the Debs boy- 
cotts have ended. Mr. Debs has undertaken 
three boycotts—one against newspapers for 
denouncing violence and riot, upholding the 
law, and supporting peace and order; a sec- 
ond, against the commerce oi the country and 
the transportation of its mails: and a third, of 
all people who patronized Pullman sleeping 
cars. All three of his boycotts have failed, The 
authority of the law has been restored and 
peace and order have been secured. The com- 
merce of the country is moving in its regular 
channels and the mails are transported with- 
out interference. People are using such 
sleeping cars as they prefer. In case these 
charges against employers are true, or if any 
of them shall attempt such a dastardly and 
unjust policy against empioyés in the future, 
there will be a fourth boycott, and it will not 
end in failure. The merchant or manufact- 
urer who discharges an employ4 because he 
has been ftaithfully performing his duty in 
the State Guard during the last month will 
never be forgiven. To deprive such an em- 
ployé of the means of obtaining his subsist- 
ence will provoke a boycott the employer will 
not be likely to forget. Popular indignation 
will be concentrated upon that man like the 
sun’s rays through & burning glass and wither 
him and his business. No right-minded man 
cr woman will ever buy of him again. 
Tue Trisunzs does not believe there is 
any employer rash enough or brave 
enough to expose himself to the over- 
whelming popular odium which would 
be fastened upon him for such an act. There 
are limits even to human selfishness. There 
is a point beyond which it is not safe for 
greed togo. Laws are not made to protect 
that kind of tyranny. It has been. urged by 
some that statutes should be enacted forbid- 
ding such injustice and selfish tyranny. Such 
statutes are not needed. The unwritten com- 
mon law deeply grounded in the public con- 
sciousness and sense of justice will always be 
a better protection for a mah who has faith- 
fully discharged his duty to that public than 
any statute which could be evaded by the 
tricks known to the pettifogger. If there is 
any merchantor employer in Chicago who} 
has discharged or who shall discharye any 
employé of his who has been called by the 
authority of the State upon the application of 
the Mayor to help preserve the peace and up- 
hold the laws the wrath of this city will fall 
upon him. He will get ali the advertising he 
wants without chdrge to him of a cent per 
line or square or column. but it will not be 
that kind of advertising which will benefit his 
business. The boys in the regiments need 
not fear that kind of reward for doing their 
duty. In case of trouble the public will 
stand by them. 


A LABOR PROTEST AGAINST THE WALK- 
ING DELEGATE. 

That is rather a curious bill which was filed 
day before yesterday by the Amalgamated 
Society of Carpenters and Joiners and the 
Knights of Labor Carpenters’ Council against 
another organization known as the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters. The defendant 
isa member of the Building Trades Council 
and the complainants are not. As there are 
more carpenters than there are jobs there is 
not employment enoagh for nearly all the 
members of these three organizations. It 
is alleged that whenever a saldried * walk- 
ing delegate”’ of the United Brotherhood 
as he ia wandering up and down on the face of 
the earth, seeking whom he may devour, finds 
a member of one of the complaining societies 
working on a job, he requests his empluyer to 
discharge him, saying if he does not do so he 
will order a synipathetic strike of all the other 
workmen who are conneeted with the Build. 
ing Trades Council. It is alleged that while 
the employer is generally satisfied with the 
carpenter he has, yet he discharges him in 
order to avoid trouble and puts a United. 
Brotherhood man at work. 

The complainants say that this conduct on 
the part of the salaried walking delegates is 
outrageous and they want it stopped. Their 
own walking delegates have done the.same 
thing in the past for the purpose of driving 
non-union men from their jobs. The com- 
plainants have invoked in the past the aid of 
the sympathetic strike to carry their point 
and have thought it an admirabie institution. 
But now that their ox is gored they do not 
think so highly of it. The methods which 
they sanctioned when dealing with non-union 
men they protest against now that those 
methods are turned against themselves. 

These complaining carpenters have learned 
that the walking delegate system has its bad 
features. Itis to be hoped that they» ' 
profit by the lesson and will keep the'r own 
walking delegates tn better order in i fut- 
ure. They know now what it is to be boy- 
cotted and driven from work. Perhaps they 
can understand the feelings of a carpenter 
who is not “ amalgamated ” and who belongs 
to no brotherhood when he is treated as ‘te 
complainants have been. 

It ia to be teogued han tho’ Galt Wil hel aal 
complainants the relief they ask for, at the 
same time suggesting to tnem that in the 
future they do by all classes of labor as they: 


would like those classes to do by them, and 
call their attention to the passage in scripture 
supporting that view of human duty. 


ALDERMANIC PROGRESS IN CHICAGO. 

It is said by one of the city papers that the 
Aldermen have found ‘a sonikaaue for their 
“Universal Gas ordinance,” and that the 
amount which is to be divided among those 
who voted for the speculation is about $175,- 
000. There seems to be a general agreement 
among those who are, or claim to be, on the 
inside that the profits of this speculation will 
not fall below thatsum. This is a profitabie 
public franchise. What with the boodle off 
street railroad and other ordinances no mer- 
cenary member of the Council has any night 
to complain of his share of the whacks. The 
newly-elected members who shared in the 
division of the spoils cannot deny that their 
lines have fallen in pleasant places and that 


they dropped into the Council at just the right 


time to become boodlers. 

The mention of such large sums as the 
above in connection with Aldermanic gains 
shows the rapid progress which the city has 
made and how it is catching up with New 
York. Twenty years ago a person would 
have been laughed at who talked if he had 
said the City Fathers had cleaned up. a_ hun. 
dred thousand doilars on a single deal. When 
& man said then that a $30,000 melon had 
been cut up for the benefit of the Aldermen 
he was not surprised if people shook their 
heads incredulously. 

Boodlers worked then for small wages, and 
were glad to get them. It wasa day of little 
things. When an Alderman had picked up 
ifty dollars he felt that he had done very weil. 
It was not astonishing that he looked up with 
unspeakable reverence at his elder brother in 
New York who made as much in a day as he 
didinayear. At this primitive epoch three 
Aldermen were sent to the County Jail on ac- 
count of a few hundred dollars which they 
had solicited too openly, and a member of the 
County Board got into trouble about a set of 
cheap catskin furs. 

The city has advanced so much and has 
grown so much wealthier and the Aldermen 
have become so much more energetic and are 
so much better trained in addition, division, 
and silence that they get thousands of dollars 
where they used to get but hundreds, and they 
rarely get caught. They are more dextrous 
than the New York Aldermen, for the last 
Aldermen who came to grief were New York 
ones, The city by the sea.may boast that it 
has more people and more culture, but it can- 
not bosst any longer of great superiority in 
the arte cf Aldermanic thievery. It has come 
to be as profitable to be a “‘ City Father” here 
asin New York.

HE DEFENDS JUVENILE BELIEF IN HOB- 
GOBLINS. 

An “oid timer ”’ in this city, who sometimes 
amuses himself in the columns of the Evening 
News by finding fault with the realities and at 
others by quixotic attacks on the figmenta of 
his own imagination, affects to be grieved 
over an article in Tux Trrevuye of June 24 
last. The article was headed “ Superstitions 
of the Human Race,” and among other things 
insisted on it as the duty of teachers to inform 
the children under their charge that “there is 
no real foundation for the belief in ghosts or 
spooks, or fear of what they may do; that 
they neec notapprehend danger or fright by 
being alone in the dark."’ This is objected to 
by the ¢ritic as tending to “ nothing short of 
religious, literary, and civil anarchy,”’ 
since “to take the ghosts out of the 
“ Word of God would be to eviscerate it of 
“its soul and sense.”’ Then he proceeds to 
prove the principal point aimei at in the 
writing of Tus Trisune article—namely : that 
if the child is taught or allowed to believe in 
hobgoblins or spooks the adult will believe in 
them. He confesses that in his own case the 
result of hearing the wind blowmg is a remov- 
ing him as it were from time and space and 
ushering him into that unseen existence 
which is the ghost of this. He holds that it 
is *“‘ natural ” for children to be afraid in the 
dark, and seems disposed to discourage the 
idea of letting them know that such fear of 
apparitions in the darkness isutteriy un- 
founded. ? 

The criticism by ‘‘ Old Timer” is based on an 
entire misconception. Tue Trisunez did not 
try to induce its readers to believe that the 
soul ceases to exist immediately after leaving 
the body, or that it is not immortal. Its 
effort was to discourage the teaching to chil- 
dren of what no intelligent Christian believes, 
and what has no warrantin the scriptures— 
namely: that the spirits of the departed hover 
around and among the survivors like so many 
firebugs. That fancy has been proven to be 
false, like many another ignis fatuus that 
troubled people in by-gone ages. Tue Tris- 
Ung cannot be held responsible for the re- 
vival of childish imaginings in the heads of 
old people whose fancies were tortured in in- 
fancy by the recital of spook stories. 

The fact is *‘ Oid Timer ” appears to harbor 
an equally unfoynded fear that Tur Trisunz 
aimed to inculcate the idea that there is no 
such thing as spirit or spirit land. He is alto- 
gether in error on that point. The aim and in- 
tent of the article simply was to argue that 
disembodied spirits, nor those which may be 
supposed to have survived from some pre- 
existent state of man, do not go hovering 
about in graveyards, cellars, or garrets, that 
they do not hide behind curtains or in coal 
holes, or in any other dark places for the pur- 
pose of springing out upon innocent children 
or even upon sinful adults, and either scaring 
them out of their wits or carrying them off 
into another state of existence. Theaim was to 
help sensible people tosee and remember that 
the belief in such things belongs to the in- 

fantile thought stage of the human race, and 
that the nursery tales in which itis taught 
should be expunged from the mental pabu- 
lum with which the ordinary child is fed. 
The aim was not tocast discredit upon the 
Bible, nor was it necessary, for there is nota 
single passage in that volume which leads the 
reader tu infer that any of the children of Is- 
rael ever were afraid of ghosts bobbing into 
their chambers iu the night time or meeting 
them on the highways in the dark of the moon 
or on cloudy nights. On the contrary, all the 
Bible accounts of spirit manifestations or of 
visits of apparitions which are understood to 
have been such, belonged tothe miraculous 
order of thmgs and were not to have been ex- 
pected to occur in the ) SS course of nat- 
ure. 

A belief in the existence of disem bodied 
spirits does not by any means carry with it 
the necessity of supposing that those) in- 
tangible shades are ever waiting for and 
watching a chance to scare children or to 
interfere in human affairs. That notion is 
much more consistent with the heathen 
thought of the Chinese, the Africans, and 
other peoples still lower in the scale of civil- 
ization. The scripture references to departed 
spirits convey the idea, more or less distinctly, 
that those spirits have separate places in 
which to abide, while angels are spoken of as 
only coming to earth when specially sent here. 
True, there are some staternents about evil 
spirits taking possession of the bodies of men, 
but we do riot read that they lay in wait in 
the darkness for that purpose, and some of 
them are stated to have exhibited their 
powers under conditions which indicate the 
time to have been broad daylight. And here 
is further proof of the absurdity of the de- 


-busion with which the minds of so many chil. | 


dren are troubied in the present “ enlightened 
age.’ The children ate taught to be afraid 
of ghostly visitations only in the dark, and we 
never hear of one during the daylight or in 
the full moon, © Yet it stands to reason that 
the “spirits” or ghosts must be compera- 
tively independent of the succession of day 
and night, which simply is a natural. phenom- 
enon due to the rotation of the earth on its 
axis, by which a part of its surface faces the 
sun whife other parts are in the shade. 

Tue Trrsunez stands by its original posi- 
tion, that it isa sin and a shame to fill the 
minds of children with hobgoblin stories, 
which warp and torture the mentality of the 
subsequent adult, and that ** to eradicate the 
ghost superstition well may be noted as one 
of the highest and: noblest efforts that can be 
made by those who uadertake to mold the 
juvenile mind and implant init the seeds of 
correct knowledge of the things they will 
meet with in after life.’’ 


CHIVALROUS CHILDREN. 

The Earl and Countess of Winchilsea in 
England have carried into practical effect the 
idea of establishing in connection with the 
National Agricultural Union what is known 
asthe Children’s Order of Chivalry, whose 
motto is, ** What’s brave, what’s noble, let us 
do.” The object of the order is to band 
children together, to whatever sphere they 
may belong, but especially the rich and the 
poor children. The order was founded about 
a year ago, and since that time 7,000 chil- 
dren have been enrolied, principally in 
Northamptonshire and Lincolnshire, and put 
in communicatiop with poor children in the 
East End of London, with whom they corre- 
spond, and whom they invite into the country 
for a holiday at various periods: of the year. 
At Christmas time the me.abers of the order 
act the part of Santa Claus, and in addition 
to the country holiday visits it is arranged 
that once in the year there shail be a picnic 
for as many poor London children as 
can be provided for out of the holiday 
fund. The first of these picnics took 
piace afew weeks ago, and an immense 
crowd of children left London and went to 
Kirby Hall, on the boarders of Rockingham 
Forest, where they were entertained by the 
Earl and Countess, assisted by the children 
ofthe order. The Lonion Telegraph, de- 
scribing the scene, says that after the sports 
of the day'and the dinner— 


Knights, dames, and companions assembled in 
the great quadrangle of the old ruined Elizabeth- 
an mansion fora grand investiture of the order 
by the kind lady and her lord, who reminded the 
children that the place in which they were stand- 
ing was built in the olden days of chivalry, when 
the arm of the law was not so strong as now, and 
people used to make vows that they would do 
services to God and mankind. and were enrolled 
as knights and ladies of different orders. Al- 
though the law was more powerful nowadays 
there were poverty, misery, and trouble to be re- 
lieved all the world over. And so they had 
founded their little Order of Chivalry that chil- 
dren might seek to help each other, and make 
little knights and dames of those who did well. 

Prizes were prosented by Lady Winchilsea to 
those competitors who had been successful in the 
sports. And then, alas! this happy day to be 

“ marked with a white stone,’ and to be looked 
back upon in after years with joyful recollection, 
was over all too soon. It was with lamentations 
and expressions of regret that the children had 
to take leave of their thoughtful and generous 
host and hostess and journey back to the grim 
and grimy city, buoyed up with the hope that a 
similar treat was in store for them another year, 
and that then the poor children of other great 
cities and towns might, owing,to the spread of 
the movement. be able tosharetheir delights’ 
and bless the founders of the Children’s ,Order of 


Chivalry. 

There is something more than mere senti- 
ment in all this. The order of chivairy ap- 
pears to be practical and businesslike, and to 
be destined to exert a beneficial influence and 
bring abouta better understanding between 
rich and poor when they come to the estate of 
men and women. As the Telegraph says, it 
is hoped through the agency of kind words 
and deeds passing between them “a spirit of 
sympathy and large-heartedness.may be en- 
couraged in early life, in the hope that, as 
children grow up to manhood, they will be’ 
less selfish and more thoughtful; that the rich 
may think better of the poor; that the poor 
may rot think so hardly of the rich; and that 
they may share the pleasures and participate 
in the joys and sorrows of each other.”’ There 
is littje hope of accomplishing much to- 
wards’ bringing the grown-up rich and 
poor together, so ingrained are their 
passions and their prejudices ard so 
strong are the influences of greed 
and selfishness, as well as of ignorance and 
lawlessness, but certainly there should be a 
strong hope of overcoining these qualities to 
some extent at least, and bringing rich and 
poor into relations where they may better un- 
derstand each other and find some compara- 
tively comfortable modus vivendi, if the basis 
for itis laid in childhood, before these al- 
most invincible passions and prejudices have 
taken deep root. If such an order can flour- 
ish in England there is no reason why tt 
should not flourish in this country, human 
nature being the same everywhere. The no- 
ble and generous inspiration of the Earl and 
Countess of Winchilsea is at least well worth 
imitating. It might prove to be a profitable 
investment of money and effort for a happier 
future, There will be some at least among 
the poor of the London streets who will grow 
up with kindlier feelings toward the rich than 
they otherwise would have had, and there are 
many of the Order of Chivalry who will grow 
up with a better understanding of the condi- 
tions of the poor. 


LAKE STREET L EXTENDED TO WABASH. 

The passage by the Council Friday night of 
the ordinance allowing the Lake street ele. 
vated to extend its tracks to Wabash avenue 
is the first result of the purchase of that ele- 
vated road by the persons who have the con- 
trol of the West Side street car lines. Re. 
newed efforts will be made now to get a right 
of way on Wabash avenue as far south as 
Cougress street, so that the West and South 
Side systems may be brought together and 
connected, As the North Side elevated, when 
built, will be controlled by Mr. Yerkes, it will 
be enabled under the ordinance to use any 
South Side loop which the Lake street ele- 
vated may build, 

It cannot be denied that this will be a great 
convenience for the public. As the majority 
of the property-ownera on Lake between 
Market and Wabash gave their consent to the 
building of an “ L.”’ road on their street, there 
is no reason for finding any specia! fault with 
the ordinance passed. Friday night. At the 
same time it would have looked betterif it 
had not been put through in such a precipi- 
tate way. When dealing with city franchises 
of this importance the Aldermen ought to 
have respect enough for their constituents to 
give them a chance to be heard from. There 
is always something suspicious about haste 
and secrecy. In this case, however, it is 
not probable that it was necessary to resort 
to much corruption. Only three Aldermen 
voted against the ordinan-e and one of them 
did so because he did not approve of such 
extreme hasty action in matters of such great 
consequence. At the same time some of the 
“bosses ’’ got their “ retaining fee”’ undoubt- 
edly, or the ordinance would not have been 
railroaded through so easily. If the ways had 
not been made smooth by “grease” some 
Aldermen would have insisted on reference to 
a committee, or on laying the measure over 
so it might be printed and they given a chance 
to look into it. It is many years since a fran. 
chise ordinance has gone through tlie Council

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During'the last few days University of Chi- 
cago students in science have been much in- 
terested in the geodetic experiments of Dr. 
Loves of the Astronomical Department, Prof. 
Putnam, and Dr. T. C. Mendenhall. The ex- 
periment for proving the rotary motion of the 
earth elicited greatest interest. Dr. Loves 
prepared for the trial of the celebrated Fou- 
cault method by suspending in the elevator 
shaft of the Ryerson Physical Laboratory a 
pendulum fifty feet in length. The experi- 
ment proved entirely satisfactory, and is thus 
briefly described by Dr. T. J. J. See: 

“The pendulum preserves its plane of mo- 
tion and the earth turns under it so that the 
pendulum appears to shift the plane of its 
motion in a direction similar to the hands of 
aclock. Inthe latitude of Chicago the ap- 
patatus oughtto shift ten degrees an hour, 
and this was the amount observed at Ryerson 
Hall. ‘The experiment was first tried at the 
Pantheon in Paris early in this century by 
the celebrated physicist, Foucault, and is the 
best means known to astronomers for demon- 
strating visibiy the motion of the earth.” 

Drs. Putnam and Mendenhall of the Uni- 
ted States Coast and Geodetic Survey have 
been spending the week at the university, con- 
ducting experiments for determining the lati- 
tude and measuring the force of gravity at 
Chicago. These investigators are on an ex- 
tensive tour of the North®est, Montana being 


' their objective point. While at work in the 


university they employed for their instru- 
ments the small observatory recently secured 
by the department of astronomy from the 
United States naval exhibit. The pendulum 
observations were made in the constant tem- 
perature room of the Ryerson Physical 
Laboratory. M. Desforges. the celebrated 
French geodetic investigator, made similar 
observations at the university last year. . 

The general library of the university has 
purchased this spring 2.500 books. During 
the winter 5,300 copies were secured and 
3.000 in the fall, making a total atidition to 
the book list of 11,000 titles. 

The university authorities have decided not 
to install the central heating and lighting 
plant this year, The estimated cost of a 
plant suitable for the four blocks of univer- 
sity buildings is placed at $250,000. 

Ground has been broken for Dr. Harper's 
new “ White House’”’ on the northeast corner 
of Lexington avenue and Fifty-ninth street. 
and material for the masonry is upon the 
ground. Qhe building will cost $40,000 and 
will be completed April 1. 

Head Professor Albion Small will address 
the Christian Union tonight in the chapel, 
Cobb Lecture Hall, at 8 o'clock. 

President Harper will address all divisions 
of the university tomorrow at 12:30 p. m. in 
chapel on “Some of the Aims of the Univer- 
sity. 

lhe report has issued that Dr. T. C. Men- 
denhali, until recently Chief of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey, has been 
proferred _a leading positicn in the new de- 
partmentfef technology. Prof. Mendenhall 
has resigned his position on the guvernment 
bureau. While Dr. Harper is enthusiastic 
in his efforts to lay the foundations 
for advanced schools in law and medicine in 
the University of Chicago, it is known, too, 
that Mr. Kockefeller has in his donations to 
the institution been partial to endowments 
for non-professional graduate work. The 
presence of trained men ino technological 
work in the University of Chicago would also 
be in line with Dr. Harper’s recent scheme 
for the organization at the university of a 
university extension faculty of several hun- 
dred members, constituted into a quasi-em- 
ployment bureau for extension work. 
plan would make the University of Chicago 
the central market for any commodity in the 
line of regular collegiate technological 
work. Colieges and secon@ary institutions 
throughout the country could, by means of 
its provisions, secure competent specialists in 
any department of work for any period of 
time desired. 

_ Regardimg the project of organizing a 
school of technology, Dr. Harper says: 

The time seems to have arrived forits organiza- 
tion. Itis agreed on every side that no city in 
the Union presents better opportunities for the 
development of schools of engineering than the 
City of Chicago. A college of technology for 
undergraduates‘and a school of technology for 
graduate students have been a part of*the plan 
of the university from the’date of the issue of 
its first bulletin. At least three fundamental 

rinciples will underlie the proposed work. 
‘irst, the modern university is nota uni- 
versity until it has made provision for instrue- 
tion in the various departments of applied sci- 
ence. Let us hope that the experience of our 
older sister, Bosten, will nov be duplicated 
in Chicago. There henll not be here, as 
there, two greet institutions wholly separate and 
without mutual.sympathy, indeed, in many re- 
spects antagonistic. The technological work of 
the future, if it is to partake of the dignity and 
the value of university work, must be conducted 
in connection with and asa part of the univer- 
sity. It needs, especially, the retining influence 
which comes from contact with university life,‘ 
while on the other hand, it will give to the uni- 
vérsity a practical spirit, which is and should be 
~ aera of e educational work.of the 

imes. 

Recétidly, teobholagiea! work, if it is rightly 
conducted, . can be made a means of dis- 
cipline as well as of culture, It will 
not be the same discipline ér the same 
culture, but the field of knowledge is very wide, 
and there must be representatives of every type. 
The character of the discipline and of the cult- 
ure will depend almost wholly upon the breadth 
and thoroughness of the foundation work. This 
suggests the third principle. The technological 
work must rest upon a broad and liberal founda- 
tion, such a foundation, indeed, as is called for 
in the first two years of the course of arts, liter- 
ature, and science already organized. Acting 
upoa these principles the university at the earli- 
est moment will present to the public its plans 
for technologicai work. 

Dr. Harper has been instructed by the 
Board of Trustees of the university to consult 
with leading specialists in the various depart- 
ments of technological work, and the official 
announcement of Dr. Mendenhall’s appoint- 
ment to the headship of such a department in 
the university would cause no surprise. 


NORMAL SUMMER SCHOOL CLOSED. 


Large Attendance Despite the Unfavorable

. The Cook County Normal School closed a 
three weeks’ session Friday. The school 
opened July 9 under most unfavorable cir- 
cumstances. Considermg the reports of riots 
and tied-up trains and the number of sum- 
mer schools throughout the country it speaks 
well for the fame of the Cook County Nor- 
mal School that 300 students were enrolled, 
One hundred and fifty pupils were from Ilii- 
pois and the remaining 150 represented 
twenty other states of the Union, Japan, and 
Manitoba.

Says He Saw Dr. Froker Drown.

boat, or in the furnaces of a great factory 
has heen invented by G. S. Spring, No. 332 
Fulton street. According to the claims of the 
inventor, the consumer not only consumes 
smoke but saves coal and increases its steam- 
producing power fourfold, This smoke con- 
sumer isin the ferm of a powder. Twenty.’ 
five cents’ worth of the powder disolved in 
water will saturate a ton of coal and cause it 
to burn practically without smoke, Mr. 
Spring tried his inventiordjon the tug Mollie 
Spencer of the Dunham Towmg and Wreck- 
ing company yesterday. The coal used was 
the poorest grade of slack. Fireman John 
Glupker spoke highly of the invention. 

‘‘In seven hours,” he said, “only half a 
ton of coal was consumed, and there was lit- 
tle or no smoke. Under similar circum- 
stances, without the smoke consumer; it 
would have taken a ton of good coa] to have 
produced the same amount of steam. By 
satureting the coal with Mr. Spring’s smoke 
consumer the coal gives out a steadier and 


more intense heat.”’ 

Engineer James Hughes said there was 
some smoke fora few minutes after the coal 
was thrown into the furnace, but the smoke 
contained little if any soot. It gave the coal 
a greater steam-producing power and the heat 
was steady. 

By actual time, in less than five minutes 
after the fireman had coaled up the furnaces 
of the Mollie Spencer no smoke could be seen 
issuingfrom the smokestack, and during the 
five minutes the smoke that did come out was 
light and cogtained little if any soot. 
It was like the emoke that comes from an- 
thracite coal. Mr. Spr says ina ton of 
ordinary bituminous coal used ina stegm 
furnace there goes to waste through the chim- 
ney 140 pounds of tar, 160 pounds of am- 
monia, and. 200 pounds of gas. By the use 
of his discovery practically ajl of this waste 
is saved, 

O**It can be used in private houses,’”’ said 
Mr. Spring, “‘in kitchen stoves or in fur- 
naces. The substance can be used on hard 
eoal vith just as much advantage as on soft 
coal. It gives the coal a greater heat-pro- 
ducing power and lessens the amount of con- 
sumption at least one-half, But its greatest 
value lies in the fact that by its use the meanest 
grade of slack can be made to equal the best 
grades of coal in steam-producing qualities.”’ 

“Itis quite the proper thing and should 
have been done long ago,” said the Mayor 
yesterday, in speaking of the action of the 
Committee on Buildings and Grounds of the 
Board of Education in agreeing to abolish 
the smoke nuisance from all the public school 
buildings. W. H. Beebe, a member of the 
Board, said: **The board has always wanted 
to adopt smokeless fuel, or some plan to do 
away with smoke at the school buildings, and 
the only question was as to the best way of 


doing it.

If 
it is a good ordinance it Would not injure its 
chances of being passed by going to a com- 
mittee, All of the property-owners represent- 
ing the feet frontage did not sign the petitions 
and although they are in the minority, accord- 
ing to the documents handed in by Ald. Pow- 
ers Friday night, they are entitled to a hear- 
ing. Unauestionably certain Aldermen voted 
for the measure because they believed they 
were carrying out the will of their 
constituents, but the course adopted 
by Ald. Mann is the only safe guide. 
He stated he was in favor of rapid transit but 
could not vote for an ordinance that had not 
been carefully considered. What is wanted

Another 
ordinance granting a franchise was passed 
by the Council Friday evening that is attended 
with some suspicion.

TENSION 


WEATHER REPORTS OHANGE THE 
FACE OF THE OORN MARKET. 


May Corn Sells Down to 41%c, but Recov- 
ers to the Close—Other Markets Again 
Showed Sympathy with Corn, but Were 
Narrow and DulleTalk of a Large In- 
crease in the Visible Supply of Wheat= 
Agitation of the Elevator Question. 


With reporte of rains, actual andprospective, 
the tension went out of the corn market yes- 
terday morning, and the other produce mar- 
kets eased off in sympathy. As the may corn 
future has been conspicuous in its advances 
during the last few days it naturally showed 
an inclination to weaken on the chaage in 
weather conditions, and September was rela- 
tively steadier yesterday. The new crop fut- 
ure opened fractionally under the close 
Friday, and after sagging to 41\c closed at 
42\4¢c. September opened on about the same 
basis as compared with Friday’s close, and 
without much range closed at 44\{c, Trades 
in corn were fairly well evened up in the 
flurry of Friday, and in view of 
the flood ef damage reports and _ the 
uncertainty of corn-belt weather pre- 
dictions, there was little inclination either 
to load up ot go short over Sunday. The mar- 
ket was narrow, but got some support on the 
soft spots. There was no notable trading on 
either side, and in fact the private wire houses 
were doing but little in any of the°*markets, It is 
evident from the way the crowd takes the re- 
ports of cloudy weather and showers that it does 
not think the damage done to corn altogether 
irreparable. Reports come in from lowa of sales 
of corn to feeders around 40c a bushel and a man 
from the central part of the State said yesterday 
that the crop was a failure two weeus ago. An 
element which was the occasion of some com- 
ment in the provision crowd was cited. A3 con- 
firmation of the “hard luck” stories which 
have been coming in from the Western 
States. Omaha had receipts of 17.000 hogs said 
to have been forced on to the market in rather 
poor condition by crop shortage. The trade rec- 
ognizes, however, that rains at this time would 
put an entirely different aspect on the corn situ- 
ation. The receipts at primary points were 414,- 
000 bu, with clearances unimportant. The pub- 
lic cables quoted corn firm, 4@id higher. The 
preminm on July corn over No. 2 red winter 
wheat for this month’s delivery in Liver in- 
creased to 1 4d. 

Wheat Dull and Narrow, 

The wheat market was quiet’ and devoid of 
features of interest. It continued to sympathize 
with corn, but was exceedingly narrow. The 
opening was at 4c decline from the close of Fri- 
day, both for September and December. The 
heavy receipts were backed up by an estimate of 
a large increase inthe visible Monday asa de- 
pressing factor. The cables came in lower, Beer- 
bohm reporting cargoes off coast with  in- 
creaséd arrivals, .and buyers holding off. 
The receipts at primary points yesterday were 
1,250,000 bu, nearly 500,000 more than for the 
corresponding day of last year. The weekly 
clearances are given as 1,000,000 less than for 
the corresponding week. September closed at 
525,c and December at 55%c, both ata decline 
of 4¢c as compared with the close of the previous 
day. There is a lack of speculative interest and 
the low range of prices makes timid shorts. The 
milling people say that there is a good domestic 
demand for flour, but that the relation of this 
market with Eastern markets makes it impossi- 
ble to compete for the export trade. 

Oats continued to be dominated by corn, fol- 
lowing the fluctuations in that cereal closely. 
Independent influences wére inconsequential. 
Prices were a shade easier at the opening on pre- 
dictions of rain, and the lew points of the day 
showing declines of \@%{c was reached early. A 

_ few shorts began to buy on the soft spots,.and this 
with the improvement in corn helped values up- 
ward, Trade was somewhat small iss volume and 
mainly local, with no one prominently on either 
side of the market. The estimate for Monday 
was fair at 175 cars. July was a trifle 
more active, ranging at 3831@32c, closing 
at the inside or ‘%c lower. September 
sold .down to 28\c after opening at 28%Xc, 
and closed at 284yc, or \c lower. May started 
at 82%{c, sold at 324c. and rested ‘at 32%X%(c, or a 
shade easier than Friday’s close. Shippers are 
holding off from the sample market, awaiting 
developments in the East. Prices averaged 
about lc lower. New white oats declined 1c 
and mixed \@‘c. Receipts of new were 167 
cars, rendering the supply plentiful. Old oats 
were somewhat scarce and in good demand. 

Rye is considered cheap compared with corn by 
many conservative traders and a good demand 
appeared. The offerings were light. Cash sold 
at 40c sparingly. a former price. September was 
wanted at 41‘¢c. with none offered. October was 
nominally 42X%c and December 45 4c. 

The barley market wasas good as deserted. 
Two cars of No. 3 were inspected in, but did not 
appear on sale. Neither bids nor offerings were 
neted. Maltsters say that the demand this sea- 
son promises to be good and the crop fine. Old 
poor te good was nominally steady at 32@46c. 
September was quotably 54%¢c and October 54c. 


Provisions Dull bat Firm, 


The provision market was a shade easier on 
lighter demand and the change in corn senti- 
ment. Receipts of hogs have been quite liberal 
and the estimates for Monday ‘and next week 
were 34,000 and 140.000, respectively. Lard is 
rather stronger than other hog products, and the 
reduction of the stocks on hand at so early adate 
is reforred to as a bull point. It was steady yes- 
terday, while mess pork eased off 10c. There 
was no conspicuous buying or selling. The cash 
demand continues to excellent. 

Flaxseed traders still talked drought. and on 
this prices advanced 143 for cash and 2@3¢c for 
futures. Considerable activity was developed 
toward the close. Holders were firm and buyers 
fairly plentiful. The inspection sheet showed 37 
cars in, which was liberai, but this had no visi- 
ble effect 6a the market. Shipments were mea- 
ger, at 200 bu. Old Northwestern on track went 
at $1.25 inaesmall way, and closed with that 
bid. New sold on track early at $1.22, and later 
on track and to arrive at $1.22¢¢1.28,. resting at 
the outside, an advance of 3c... September soid 
at #1.25, or 4c higher, with that bid at the end, 
sellers wanting $1.25. Octoher was active, with 
sales at $1.25, or 2c up, and that was bid, with 
no offerings at the close. 

Timothy was unsufferably dull. The only busi- 
ness was a sale of one car of the September at 
$4.70, or 24%4c lower, Nocash was offered. Few 
buyers were present, Prime was quotably steady 
at $5.10. common to fair $4.40@4.60, and Octo- 
ber $4.65.

Not Enough Men for the Navy. 


There is a fresh outery of lack of men for the 
navy.

There is not a veseel in the navy that now has her 
full complement of.men, while the Minneapolis, 
the Cincinnati, and the Montgomery are ready to 
be manned. The Minneapolis requires 500 men, 
and the others 350 each, so that there ought to 
be atieast 1,250 men enlisted at once, but there 
will be no money to pay them before July, 1895, 
for Secretary Herbert neglected to recommend 
this appropriatiog in his last report, probably 
thinking it could"be postponed another year.—

BUYERS FROM THE MARKET. . 


West Chicago Street Railway Stock Drops 
to 133\%—Lake Street Ordinance a Bear 
Influence on the Street Railway—Gold 
Exports $4,800,000 ~- Sterling} Rates 
Still Firm—Bank Clearings Increase 
Loss in Deposits and Resprves in New 
York. 

The bears had another inning in the local 
stock market yesterday, By the usual rules 
of speculation a reaction from the present de- 
pression was due, but there was hardly ad. 
vance enough to be called a reaction, and, 
after the first small show of strength at the 
opening, prices went off sharply again, carry- 
ing quotations to the lowest point they have 
gone on the present decline. The great trou- 
ble with the stock market seems to be that 
there is no one to buy securities, There are 
plenty of stoeks for sale, and with absolute- 
ly no investment buyers prices naturally are 
easy. Brewster was againa heavy seller of 
West Side stock yesterday, but did not give 
up any names. The general impression still 


favors the idea that the selling is on orders 


from the East. 

Traders are by no means satisfied that the 
dividend rate will be maintained, and are not 
inclined to accept positive statements from 
officials on that point. The heaviness of the 
market, however. is not so much a question of 
whether or not the dividend will be maintained 
as itis the reault:of the poor earnings. There 
seems to be no denying that the road is earning 
little more than 6 per cent and it is the know!l- 
edge of that fact that is the most depressing 
feature of the market. The ordinance graited 
to the Lake Street company enabling it to build 
in the street as far east as Wabash avenue was 
generally regarded as a bear point on West Side. 
The friends of Lake Street were confident that 
the company will carry 10,000 passengers a day 
additional when this extension of the terminal is 
made, and traders in West Side stock argued that 
that must meaf a reduction in West Side traftic 
to that amount. If the public had bet- 
ter knowledge of the exact connection be- 
tween the West Chicago Street rail. 
way company and the Northwestern Elevated 
company they would know better how to regard 
favorable news affecting these elevated interests. 
At present, however, there is no definite know!l- 
edge to indicate that the surface road will not be 
injurea by any changes that increase the trafiic of 
the elevated lines. 

Lake Street Elevated stock did not respond to 
the good news as much as West Side did to the 
bearish influence of this action of the Council. 
The stock made some little show of strength in 
the opening, seiling up to 18%, but there was no 
demand for it and the quotations slid back to 
ee The stock is no longer popular with either 
traders or-investors. hey recognize t itis 
now so completely another man’s game that any 
one operating in it without ivside information is 
working at a fatal disadvantage. 

Sterling rates were a shade firmer yesterday, 
but were still in keeping with the low rates for 
money. There has en a good deal of short 
stock turned from the July to the August ac- 
count, but there is a difference of opinion as to 
whether it is all actually short stock or if brokers 
are declining to deliver stock simply for the sake 
of giving an impression that there is a large short 
interest. 

Thegold exports reached $4.800,000, and in

THE JAPANESE ARE GOOD FIGHTERS. 


Consul Tanabe Has No Doubt That His 
Country Can Whip China. 
New York World: The Japanese have very 
little in common with the Chinese. The Jap- 
anege are bright, progressive, and susceptible 
to the influences of Western civilization. The 
Chinese are sturdy in their opposition to West- 
ern ideas. This difference was well illustrated 
yesterday toa reporter who was sent to inter- 
view the Japanese and Chinese Consuls in 
this city. The Japanese Consulate in New 
York is at No.7 Warren street. The chan- 
cellor of the office is Kumasaburo Tanabe. 
He is about 38 years old and speaks English 
and Chinese as well as his native tongue. He 
spent eight years in China studying the man. 
ners and customs of the people of that coun- 
try. 
**You see,”’ said Mr. Tanabe, ‘our gdévern- 
ment isin this position, so far as Corea is 
concerned. We control the commerce of the 
country; there being at present in Corea about 
10,000 Japanese... Corea hasa treaty with 
China and Japan.’ It provides that each 
country may send troops to Corea to protect 
its own citizens. The people of Corea are 
ignorant and superstitious. The govern- 
ment is weak and unstable. The 
officers are all venal. Great abuses have de- 
veloped in the country during the .ast few 
years. These abuses have been winked at by 
the Chinese Government for the reason that 
they worked to the injury of the Japanese cit- 
izens who were doing business in the country. 
Thé Chinese and the Coreans have much in 
common so fur as language and customs go. 
The prosperity of the Japanese citizens 
aroused their ire, and they conspired in every 
way imaginable to harass them in their busi- 
ness. 
“In the rebellions that broke out in Corea 
in 1882 and in 1886 the Japanese citizens 
were attacked without the slightest cause. 
Our government protects its citizens abroad, 
and fog that reason Japanese troops have 
been t to Corea at the present time. The 
Chinese fleet is much greater in numbers 
than the Japanese fleet, but there the 
comparison ends. We have modern war 
vessels commanded by officers who are 
fully acquainted with the tactics of modern 
warfare. The Chinese army may be numbers 
1,000,000 men. Ourarmyisonly 250,000 
-men. The difference in the two armies is to 
be found in the fact that the Japanese army 
is as well trained and disciplined as any in 
the world. The men are also patriotic and 
loyal. The Chinese army is disorganized and 
by no mean loyal to the present ruler. 

“It must be remembered that a good part 
of the Chinese Empire is made up of people 
whose forefathers were subdued by the Man- 
choos over two hundred years ago, The peo- 
ple subdued call themselves the real Chinese. 
They look upon their captors as foreigners, 
This fact must not be overlooked when com- 
paring the relative strength of the two ar- 
mies. China is rent with internal dissensions. 
Japan is solidity itself. When I was in China 
I paid particular uttention to theirarmy. It 
:00ks well from faraway. That is the best 
that can be said about it. 

“Our government has had no war with 
China since 1592. At that time we invaded 
Corea and subjugated the country. Several 
of the Japanese Generals died of fever and 
the army returned home. About nineteen 
years ago Japan demanded _ that China afford 
protection to Japanese citizens on the'Island 
of Formosa. China refused until the Jap- 
anese took possession of theisland. China 
then paid tne Japanese Government $250,- 
000 to release its claims on theisland. Our 
government is right in its claime, and if 
China does not back down it will simply have 
to fight. 

“There is one thing about the Chinese, 
they never know when they are whipped. 
They have no shame. They simply get 
whipped and pay money to. the people who 
whip them, and there the matter ends.” 

At this point in the intérview T. Harada of 
a Japanese silk importing house at No. 51 
Greene street, dropped in. He said tne Chi- 
nese were crazy. If they had any sense they 
would combine with Japan and Corea and the 
three nations together could hold the East 
against the worid, 

At the Chinese Consul’s house at No. 26 
Ninth street the reporter was told that the 
Chinese Consul did not dare open his head 
about the threatened war. If he dia he might 
be called home and officially and physically 
decapitated.

Now if there had been any mystery 
about it, any placing of paper 
bearmg cabalistic marks on top of the keys 
there might have been awakened doubt.

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ORTICULTURE as an art is not 
affected by young nataons. It fol- 
lows not only the accumulation of 
wealth, but it is the accom- 

paniment of abundant leisure. Although 
thére is an instinctive love in humanity for 
the neighborhood of verdure and shade, it is 
only im the most matured and cultivated com- 
munities that this instinct is developed into a 
study and an art. Greek and Latin literature 
and the mythology of all but the most north- 
ern nations celebrate the delights of the soil, 
proving how universalty the love of this art is 
implanted in mankind. Oriental writing and 
folk-lore teem with .testimeny to the conspic- 
uous position accorded the garden by the 
story tellers of the East, : 

Theievolution of the garden is the sequence 
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of the esthetic development of a people. The 
ancient and original idea was of plantations 
for thé general benefit, but this system could 
notilong obtain, for, as an ancient chronicler 
explains, human nature, modified by circum- 
stances‘and interests, gradually outgrew its 
contentment with the free anil unrestrained 
fruits of the earth, and each man and each 
tribe claimed and held personally ®r in com- 
mon the ground adjacent to the dwelling or 
settiement. 

The centuries that must have elapsed be- 
tween this primitive appropriation of the 
benefits accorded by trees and piants and the 
appearance of anything approaching the mod- 
ern conception of gardening can only be ap- 
prokimated by the imagination. 

Charles Dudley Warner discourses on the 
fascinations of thi¢ employment in a pecul- 
jarly agreeable manner, conveying several 
subfle truths with all his humorous extrava- 
gancte, Says he: 

The love of dirt is among the earliest of human 
passions, as it is the iatest. Mud pies gratify one 

our first and best instincts. As long as we are 

irty we are pure. Fondness for ground 
comes back to a man after he has run the round 
‘of pleasure. and business, eaten dirt and sown 
wild oats, drifted about the world and taken the 
wind of all its moods. The love of digging in the 
grvand (or of looking on while he pays another 
te dig) is as sure to come back to him as he is 
sure.at last to go under the ground and stay there.

A local impetus was given the interest i 
this charming art by the exhibits made by 
foreign nations at the World’s Fair, anda 
tour of the private greenhouses of the city 
shows that a healthy germ has taken root; 
that there are some residents of the Garden 
City who make their homes worthy of that 
attractive name, 

One cannot build up a horticultural display 
ina day nor in a year. Time is an indispensa- 
ble adjunct. Twenty-six years ago Mr. and 
Mrs. Christoph Hotz took their wedding trip. 
While in the South they purchased a number 
of fine palms. .The trees thrived and pros- 
pered until their adopted home could no long- 
er hold ‘them, and, loyal tothe West Side, 
their owners presented a fine assortment to 
the Garfield Park greenhouse. Mrs. Hotz 
and Mr. Peter Schuettier are brother and 
sister. They live in two beautiful homes 
side by side at Aberdeen and Adams streets. 
The greenhouse is their common property 
and they take équal interest in it. The palms 
are the one specialty. The variety is great 
and many of them extremely large and hand- 
some. One banana .-tree, bearing fruit 
now, is twelve feet high 
a trunk ten inches in 
Itis 4 or 5 years old. In addition to thie 
fruit there are figs, nyrtons, and a consider- 
able number of pineapples. The cacti, with 
their peculiar inventiveness in ugly outlines, 
are well represented. There is a good display 
of the more pleasing, if. common, plants— 
begonias, lantanias, and similar varieties. 
The grounds surrounding these two houses 
are delightfully arrang and decorated.

ihlein is an accomplished horticulturist; he 
is an authority on the art and loves it as a 
specialist.

His palm house 
presents an attractive appearance, filled with

of delicate ferns growing in the greatest 
luxuriance. Oneend of this room is taken 
up by a rockery and fountain; cool mosses, 
ferns, and vines with streams of sparkling 
water complete a charming picture. 

Among rare plants are a number of 
varieties of the curious nepenthis, or pitcher- 
plant, a native of the tropics; remarkably tall 
and fine.anthuriums, one being the anthurium 
veitchinum; many philodendrons, including 
philodendron melanchrysum. There are rows 
upon rows of attractive calladiums and prob- 
ably 1,000 bulbs of that passion of modern 
horticulturists, the orchid. The conservatory 
coutains some five apartments, filled with an 
unusually choice collection. 

At No. 4801 Lake avenue lives John Lane, 
a gentleman whose name is known to all the 
greenhouse folk of Chicago, It should be 
known to the general public, for he has. at 
different times voces g a small fortune in 
orchids upon the South Park greenhouses. 
Six or seven years ago Mr. Lane found him- 
self suffering from declining health. Upon 
the advice of his physician he enga,ed in hor- 
ticulture as a means toward recovery. He 
surrendered himself to tlie fascina- 
tions of orchids and  chrysanthemums. 
Only those who have passed through 
this experience realize to what extent 
one can become the abject slave of an odont- 
oglossum or what mingied affection and rev- 
erence it becomes possible to bestow upon a 
great fringy, many-petaled specimen of the 
mystic flower from China.

These are arranged in two domes, 
each possessing for its apex a tall and rare 
specimen, One of these center palms is a 
dicksonia antartica and the other a kentia 
balmordiana, A peculiar thing here is an 
aristolochia ornithocephia that was shown for 
the first time at the Fuir. In English its name 
does not assume such alarming proportions, it 
being a hybridof the old-fashioned tropical 
flower known as Dutchman’s i The blos, 
som is shaped like a bird. The con- 
servatory. has four apartments, the 

Im house, the show-room, the carnation 

ouse, and the rosery. Neither the carnations 
nor roses are nowin bloom, but the show- 
room displays a gay parade of flowering 
plarits. There are magnificent ferns in Mr. 
Ryerson’s collection, one being the strange 
stag-horn which grows two kinds of leaf on 
the same plant. 

W. H. Rand, No. 3937 Lake avenue, culti- 
vates flowers both from an innate love for 
plant life and alsoto gratify his large circle 
of friends by his bountiful gifts, Oakland 
Methodist Chuseh, of which Mr. Rand isa 
member, is gorgeous on every special occa- 
sion with Mr. Rand’s floral favors. None of 
his friends are allowed in sickness to miss a 
cluster of bloom from his garden; the brides

Mr. Rand’s gardener has made a specialty 
thie year of pansies. Large beds of these 
dainty little blooins grace his grounds. It is 
probably the finest display of this flower in 
the city. Theseed was obtained from Ger- 
many and embraces every possible variety of 
shade and color to be found in pansy life. 
A peculiar iavender, fragrant as an English 
violet, is especially noticeable, 

Within the greenhouse a number of trop- 
ical plants and vines are seen. QOne apart- 
ment is devoted to chrysanthemums, of 
which there are seventy varieties. The La 
France rose is grown bountifully, aithough 
not now blooming. There are picturesque 
palms and ferns. one of the latter, the neph- 
rolepis exaltata, being of extraordinary 
length. A purple passion flower, trailing its 
graceful length over the ceiling, is in profuse 
bloom; 4 tali rubber tree adorns one end of 
the palm house. There isa splendid show of 
the gloxinia, embracing every shade of which 
this versatile flower is capable, pink, red, 
white, and purple. 

An interesting experiment is going on here. 
The gardener has inserted seven grafts on one 
patient crysanthemum.

As one enters the 
rosery a couple of little alligators seud across 
the floor, and in tanks along the sides turtles 
= many kinds of fish have their abiding 
place. 


. _ Visitors to Lincoln Park are familiar with 
the attractive grounds of Archbishop Feehaa 
at Dearborn and North avenues. Externally 
the Bishop’s greenhouse is unc of the prettiest 
structures in Chicago. It contains but few 
plants at present, everything being bedded or 
set out to ornament the grounds, Palms, 
ferns, and the usual lines of bedding plants 
are the ones cultivated, 

Across Eighteenth street from George M, 
Pullman’s residence stands his greenhouse, 
It is built in the shape of an L. At the angle 
it is extended ppward to form a second story, 
which constitutes the gardener’s living rooms, 
The framework of the structure is wrought 
iron; the floors are stone mosaic, The front 
entrance is of artistic design and constructed 
French marble; it opens into the 
first palm room. The south end of 
this apartment is a charming rockery extend- 
ing from. floor to ceiling. Vines and plants 
grow among over the rocks, the 
sparkling water drips froma hundred open- 
ings down On the emerald moss. There isa

when fully matured. 

A second room is filled with palms, ferns 
and begonias. There is a rubber tree eight 
or nine feet high, several large bananas, and 
a fine array of the variegated ficus. A number 
of tubrous rooted begonias are extremely 
brilliant; they show a wonderful variety of 
colors and are both single and double. Some 
blossoms of this plant measure eight inches 
across. A thing of interest as well as beauty 
is a perennial mornmg glory having a 
latge, royal purple flower. There are 
calladiums, gloxinias, all varieties of cannas, 
and innumerable other lovely things. Five 
hundred chrysanthemums are preparing for 
their Octcber début, anda rosery is now build- 
ing that will contain 300 varieties. 

n the hotbeds choice gardeh vegetables are 
grown. QOneisan English species of cucum- 
ber called the telegraph. The “ a tg 
grows some twenty inches in length. but is of 
slender build. It has smali seeds and a dainty 
flavor. It is an improvement upon its Ameri- 
can cousin. Mr. Trude’s grounds are a con- 
epicuous ornament to the South Side. 

The most complete collection of orchids in 
Chicago or the Northwest is the property of 
Ww. iL Chadwick, who lives at No. 
1814 Belmont avenue. His conserva- 
tory contains specimens from all 
parts of the globe. In horticultural 
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display of fancy leaved piants in this room,

Two immense 
baskets hang from the ceiling containing 
magnificent plants of the staghorn f the 
largest specimens in the United Sta An 
enormous palm, the Baltimoriana, is the larg- 
est of its kinji ufder cover in this country. 
Two large and feathery tree ferns stand on 
either side of the north entrance to this room. 
A peculiar palm bearing a large fragrdnt 
white blossom is the sabae umbraculifera. 
Other varieties are the phoenix and cycas. 


In the grapery hang heavy clusters of 


grapes, Black Hamburg, Biack Alicant, and 
other kinds. Here, too, are peaches and figs, 
pine apples, Indian dates, and peculiar and, 
to most Americans, unknown fruits, such as 
rose apples, garden apples, and mangoes; 
there are chocolate trees, coffee, and mahog- 
any, pepper, ginger, and bread fruit. 

In the next apartment some 400 orchids 
live, and passing on the domain of roses and

circles Mr. Chadwick is esteemed the highest 
authority on the subject to be found in this 
part of the world. Although he possesses 
many other interesting plants, the orchids 
take precedence. He has at least twenty va- 
rieties of the cattleye and ten of laelias. A 
curiosity is one that he raised from seed. It 
is called the Cypro peditum. As far as can be 
ascertained, it is the only one of the kind in 
existence. Inquiries have been sent to all the 
noted growers of Europe, but nothing similar 
has yet been discovered. The collection of 
dendrobriums is very handsome. One now in 
bloom 1 an East Indian variety. It is a su- 
perb flower. The petals are a rich cream 
color, with a deep wine-colored center. The 
fernery in this conservatory demands especial 
notice. 2 

Potter Palmer’s conservatory is principally 
devoted to palms and similar decorative 
greenery. There are several well-grown rub- 
ber trees, handsome phoenix palms, ferns, 
and a number of the slender, graceful arbut- 
lons, with their orange, lemon, or white bell- 
like blossoms. | 

The grounds of A. 8, Schoeninger, No. 
1825 Melrose avenue, resemble no others in 
the city. The arrangement is unique in sev- 
eral ways. Across the front @ heavy vine 
(with a heavy name), the ampelopsis auin- 
caque folia, is trained in regular graceful fes- 
tuons from tree to tree. In a lake are various 
kinds of water plants. About the 
grounds are distributed oleanders, palms, and 
bedding plants in profusion. An elaborate 
fountain adts its beauty and agreeable mur- 
mur. There are several hunared -eacti. A 
night blooming cereus recently had seven 
blossoms open on one evening. :

At present it is filled 
with ferns, fuchsias and the usual biooming 
varieties, Electric lights are everywhere 
through the building. It is heated by natural 
gas, with self-regulating electric service. 

The grounds immediately surrounding Mr,

PERILS ENCOUNTERED BY A WHALER. 


Bows of a Good Ship Stove In by an En- 
raged Leviathan. 

Harper's Young People: A most disastrous 
accident occurred to the whaleship Essex, be- 
longing to Nantucket, and commanded by 
Capt. Ronald Pollard, While cruising in the 
South Pacific the ship discovered a school of 
large sperm whales, and all the boats were at 
once lowered to assail them. The mate and 
Captain succeeded in fastening at about the 
same time. The former lanced his victim, and 
while engaged in tying his fins together 
preparatory to securing him alongside the 
ship, which was about a mile away, but bear- 
ing d@wn in response to the mate’s signal, the 
Captain wag placed in danger by the whale 
which he had'struck making for his boat after 
rising. Great dexterity on the part of the 
rowers and steerer swept the boat out of the 
path of the infuriated fish, which kept on ina 
direct line, dragging the whaleboat after him 
with such velocity that the parted waters stood 
a foot above the gunwale, but were prevented 
from falling into the boat owing to the great 
speed maintained, It was quiekly seen that 
the ship was in the path of the fleeing 
whale, and the Captain hallooed to the men 
on board to alter the course of the vessel, and 
it was evident that the danger was appreciated 
by the helmsman of the Essex, for the head 
of the ship was observed to fall off; but ere 
she could be-swept out of the track the whale 
struck her with such frightful force that. the 
bows were crushed in and all three masts were 
carried away. . The vessel immediately filled 
with water, but remained floating, with her 
upper deck even with the water, owing to the 
number of empty barrels ia her ’twé@n decks, 

Fortunately quite a quantity .of provisions 
was in the galley/when the accident took 
place, and a barrel of t pork and one of 
beef were recovered fro ehold a day or 
two later. For over a wee crew lived on 
the deck of the ship, hOping to‘ sight a sail. 
But none appearing, and realizing that they 
were in an unfrequented part of the Pacitic, 
they took to the boats, with the 
idea of reaching Valparaiso, the nearest 
port. A few days following they sight. 
ed Ducie’s Island, an almost barren land sit- 
uated_in thelatitude of 24° 40’ south, and 
the longitude of 124° 45’ west. In a cave

again. Six weeks latera battered whale boat 
drifted into the Harbor of Valparaiso just as 
the sun wee sinking dcross the wide reach of 
crimson-tinted waters. The glory of the sun- 
set bathed the stained and tattered sail until 
it looked to be woven in threads of gold. 
Even the gaunt faces of the crew, caressed by 
the tender touches of the mystic glow, be- 
came fair to look upon, and their ragged vest- 
ments seemed to wrap them ubout with the 
raiment of a king. 

Upon learning the story of the shipwreck an 
American man-of-war then ‘at anchor in the 
harbor was dispatched to Ducie’s Island, 
where the three men were rescued.

The studios in which art students work bear 
é- Jittie resemblance toa schoolroom. That oc- 
cupied by the pupils of Benjamin-Constant 
arid Jean-Paul Laurens in the Rue du Dragon, 
for example, is a large skylighted room 
with great beams traversing the upper 
portion of it, its gray walls hung with prize 
drawings, paintings, and compositions, and 
caricatures of the students.

At length his patience was rewarded by the 
appearance of a student, who was soon fol- 
lowed by others, but the success of the venture 
was not assured until after sevetal years, dur- 
ing which Julian never ceased to labor for the 
realization of his ideal—a free academy. The 
advice and criticism of a corps of professors, 
which includes, and has always included, sev- 
eral of the foremost French artists, has con- 
tributed to make the school the foremost of 
its kind in the world. Ithas grown te such 
proportions that it now includes nine studios 


in various quarters of Paris, at which 
instruction is given by two professors. 
Three of these. studios are for wom- 
en. The students are free to receive 


the advice and criticism of the professors or 
not as they see fit. There is nothing like a 
prescribed course of y red to be gone through 
with in a fixed term Of years. re are no 
examinations, no vacations, no diplomas, and 
no graduations. The students come and go 
as they please and, if they do not wish to 
study or profit by their advantages, it is their 
own affair. 


Almost a Paternal Interest. 


M. Julian takesan interest in the work of 
the pupils of his academy which is alniost pa- 
ternal, and although hedoes not regulariy 
criticise them he is always ready with a word 
of encouragement or advice when it is needed 
or desired. The influence of the example of 


| the older students is also particularly bene. 


ficial to the ** nouveaux’”’ or new men, because 
it is always present to second the advice of the 
professors. : 

An elaborate system of “concours,” or 
competitions, serves to keep alive a strong 
spirit of emulation, to which there is added a 
good-natured rivalry born of national pride, 
for the foreign students often outnumber the 
French, Americans having been especially 
numerous almost from the time the school 
was organ ; 

Each week the best drawings are selected 
by the professor, and at the end of the month 
a p¥ize of 50 francs and honorable mentions 
are rded.

It differs frora the other competitions in the 
fact that the compositions of a given subject 
must be executed ex tempore between the 
houre of 8a.m.and 3p. m. The best of all 
the compositions executed during the month 
is awarded a prize of 50 francs. 
Honor of a Study on the Wall. 

All works which have won prizes become 
the property of the academy, and are framed 
and hung on the walls of the studios, where 
they serve as examples to the less advanced 
pupils. This makes the honor of having a 
study “ on the wall’’ as much sought for as 
the prize itself. Some of these studies, exe- 
cuted by men who have since become artists 
of note, have acquired considerable value, as 
much as $800 having been offered for some 
of them, and naturaliy refused. 

The practice of éxecuting compositions, 
which is too generally neglected in American 
art schools, isa most important part of the 
training of an artist. In fact, the painter or 
sculpter who shows no more in his work than 
a representation of what he sees before him 
in nature is more of a craftsman than 
an artist. It is the imaginative quality shown 
in a work of art which most lifts it above the 
con:monplace. Even a portrait painter 
should exercise his memory and imagination 
in order to be able to seize more readily and 
emphasize the salient characteristics of his 
sitter. Many of the compositions executed in 
the school serve as the groundwork for 

ictures which are painted after the students 

ave become artists. 

In the various ‘‘concours”’ which take 


lace at the Ecole des Beaux Arts the 
ulian students are frequently success- 
ful competitors, since- 1879 no 


fewer than ten of.them having won the Grand 
Prize of Ronie, which entitles the winner to 
four years of study in the Eternal City at the 
expense of the French Government. In the 
anpual Salons artists who have received their 
training in Julian’s and others who are still 
studying in its studios carry off a large share 
of the honors. 
A Word About Americans. 

By way of conclusion, a word in regard to 
the Americans who are studying or have stud- 
ied in the Julian Academy may not be out of 
place. Asarule they are conscientious and 
energetic in their work. Perhaps this 
is because those less ener- 
getic have not to wunder- 
take tha years of voluntary exile 
with limited means in « country where the 
language and customs are strange. In gen- 
erai they are stronger as draftsmen than as 
painters. The reason of this may be found 
in the fact that drawing may be acquired by 
study and painting is toa great extent the re- 
sult of a temperament which is more com- 
mon in people of Latin races than in Anglo- 
Saxons. It is noticeable that the number of 
prize drawings on the walls of the studio by 
Americans is greater than that of drawings 
by Frenchmen, while the proportion of paint- 
ed studies. by Americans is exceedingly small, 
though they stand weil in composition.

_. RISES TO A TRAGIO SOENE. 


First Half of the Play “New Blood” Is of 
's High e, but the Serond Is Unsatis- 
factory = Ky Eliminating the Labor 
Argument and Rewriting the Third Act 
an Enduring Comedy Might Result or 
Entirely Bewriting the Piece Into 4 
Melodrama Would Make It a Success. 


“New Bl ’ the latest play by Augustus 
Thomas at MeVicker’s, presents the anomaly 
of a feur-act comedy which culminates in a 
death scene at the end of the third act. There 
is a precedent for a death on the open boards 
in an American comedy called ‘“‘The Henri- 
etta,”’ by Mr. Bronson Howard—a play which 
has evidently made an impression on 
Mr. Thomas, for his clever work 
shows traces. of the Howard influence— 
a fact which is not discreditable to 
the younger dramatist, but is a compliment 
to the elder. @ne thought it a darmg expe- 
dient on Mr. Howard’s part when “‘ The Hen- 
rietta” was produced ato invite the spectators 
during the course of a satirical comedy to 
witness the ruined speculator, Nicholas Van 
Alstyne, dying in his office while the “ ticker” 
went on recording the quotations. A fine and 
original situation it was, but it was incidental 
to the action. (But the death scene in “ New 
Blood ”’ is not kncidental; it makes the climax

Merchant of Venice,” and, of course, Desdemona 
in “ Othello” were colored women. So also were 
all the minor characters in both plays cored. 
No effort was made to disguise the natural com- 


plexion of the colored actors.

ABBEY-GRAU GRAND OPERA OOM- 
PANY NOTED FOR WHAT IT LAOKS. 


No Calve or Nordica, and Eames and Mel- 
ba Not to Sing Much=—Exquisite Sigrid 
Arnoldson Not Among the Artists= 
Welcome Awaits the BassieSome of 
Those Who Are Coming Are Not What 
They Used to BexOther News ef the 
Music World, 


Of the organization secured by Abbey and 
Grau for the next Auditorium season possibly 
the best that can be said is that it is a grand 
opera company with light opera proclivities. 
It is in the list of soprani that this unfortunate 
circumstance is particularly evident,, al- 
though nicely maintained as to this balance 
throughout. In the main the organization 
becomes chiefly remarkable not for the sing- 
ers named, but for those dmitted. Without 
Mile, Calvé there will be no Carmen and 
no Santuzza, although both operas in which 
these réles appear are named for perform- 
ance. There is no adequate artist announced 
to supply the place of Mme. Arnold- 
son in the role of Mignon, 
a part which she supplied to the most exact- 
ing satisfaction, nor in that of Sophie in 
“Werther,” which she invested with decided 
charm. The name ofa tragic singer worthy 
to succeed to the place vf Mme, Nordica’ is 
not indicated. But there will be Carbone, 
Vaschetti, Mauguiere, Bauermeister, and the 
rest, together with a goodly list of new ones 
of the second clase. Mme, Scalchi, for whom 
apparently both time and tide have lost all 
terrors, will once more eet sail for America. 
Miss Sanderson will bring her upper register, 
which is hinted to be no longer intact, and 
Mile, Zelie de Lussan will show how the Carl 
Rosa company does opera in the provinces. 
In addition to these-prima donne there 
will be among the new-comers, as 
already noted, Miss Lucile Hill, who 
sang in Sir Arthur Sullivan’s ‘*Haddon 
Hall”; Mile. Mira Heller, a young Polish 
singer and a pupil! of Mme. Pauline Lucca; 
and Mme. Van Cauteren, nt 

To secure these forces Mr. Abbey is credit- 
ed with the naive assertion that he listened to 
more than a hundred singers in Italy. There 
remain two of the first soprani of last spring. 
Mme. Meiba, who has sung frequently and 
with continued success during the latter por- 
tion of the Covent Garden season; and Mme. 
Eames, who has made infrequent appearances 
witha view possibly to resting her voice, 
which bore marked evidences of undue strain 
before her departure from America, Mme. 
Melba will not be able to sing More 


pthan a limited number of performances, 


nor would she likely be allowed te, 
if she could, while with Mme, Eames, for 
reasons already indicated, a like course would 
seem a necessity. These circumstances, 
therefore, will afford an opportunity to Mile. 
de Lussan, whose fascinating slide in ‘ Vic- 
tor, the Blue-Stocking,” will be recalled, to 
appear as Elizabeth in ‘‘ Tannhf&user”’’; Mlle. 
Bauermeister may sing Aida, and the young 
pupil of Mme. Lucca will impersonate Mar- 
guerite, a rdle especially affected by débu- 
tantes, for the. reason, doubtless, that no 
woman can act the part properly until she is 
too old to look it.

The statement by Mr. Abbey that “ Mile. 
Calvé behaved in not the best manner tawards 
her managers,”’ likely had little to do with 
the case. In the matter of temper and tem- 
perament artists likely will remain un- 
changed long after present managers van- 
ish from the scene, Meanwhile it might 
not be inapropos to recall the fact that sev- 
eral singers of a certain class may be ob- 
tained for the same sum demanded by one 
singer of another.

novelties was announced. One of them, 
‘* Werther,’’ was giv This year one other, 
either the **Thais”’ or “ Esciaramonde”’ of 
Massenet doubtless will be added to the réper- 
toire for the benefit of Miss Sanderson.

The London season at Covent Garden pre- 
sents in its brilliancy a striking contrast to 
the outiook afforded for an American season. 
Sir Augustus Harris assembled a noted array 
of artists, and, though no prospectus of works 
to be produced was issued, the number of 
novelties brought forward was remarkable, 
A fresh impetus has been given to music in 
Engiand, and the establishing of an English 
opera is already mooted as a result. It 
would seem that there is no operatic man- 
ager of today who can claim justly to an 
equal degree of ccurageous enterprise. Not 
vniy have individual artists of merit been se- 
cured for Covent Garden, but, as in the case 
of Verdi’s “‘ Falstaff’? and Puccini’s ** Ma- 
non,’ an entire company, costumes, and ac- 
cessories, have been brought from Milan for 
the performance. 

Among the operas quite recently produced 
at Covent Garden is a revised verson of Her- 
man Bemberg’s ‘“ Eiainé,’’ which algo is an- 
nounced for production in this country. In 
this especial cage there is prospect of materi- 
alization, as Mme, Melba, the de Reszxes, 
and M. Plancon were employed in the En- 
glish presentation. This work of M. Bem- 
berg, South American in his origin, but 
French by birth, has been materially altered 
since its first presentation. The first act is 
mentioned as remaining quite nearly as i): its 
original shupe excepting the lengthy solilo- 
quy, **O douce Nuit,”’. formerly suag by the 
‘heroine ani now assigned to the 
tenor. An alteration which agreeably 
increases the opportunities of that part. 
The scene of the tournament at Camelot is 
eliminated entirely, and, it is said, with con- 

uent advantage. » The duets between Arthur 
ca Guinivere and Lanvelot and the ‘** Maid 
of Astolat’’ are mainly preserved, Mme. 
Melba is mentioned as being especially effec- 
tive in the death scene on the battiements and 
in a charming song with choral echo, 
“TL Amour est pur Comme la Flamme.” The 
opera ig received by the criticsas pretty and 
fanciful, but not of any particular originality.

The statement that Massenet and ‘Mascagni 
will both come to America to conduct one or 
more of their works during next year is in 
need of far more positive assurance than that 
yet afforded before it can gain acceptance.

The Spelling of Shakespeare's Name. 


The spelling of this at first was, no doubt, 
arbitrary (for settled orthography in his day was 
undreamt of.) Until the publication of the first 
folio, it was erystallized into the form of 
“Shakespeare,”’ With very slight exceptions, 
principally in the omission of the finale in the 
third and fourth folios in Rowe's and Pope's 
editions (both published by Tonson) it rm- 
tained this form for upward of 150 
years. Malone was principally responsible 
for unsettling the question. He instanced 
the name of Dryden, which he said had been 
spelled * Driden"’ and “ Dreydon!" J. F. Marsh, 
it may be mentioned, in discussing the mapter, 
abides by “ Shakespeare.” In the poet’s will the 
three signatures made by the testator himself, 
one on each of the three pages of the docu t, 
give name spelled by him thus, ‘* William 
Shakespeare.” In the Month, 1851, by Albert 
Smith, appeared the following, which it was pre- 
tended appeared in the Harleian. MSS. : 

“ How dyd Shakespeare spell hys name? 
Ye weatherre mayde ye change, we saye, 
So write it as ye please; 
When ye sonne shone, he de ‘hys A 
When wette, he tooke hys E’es.’

BOARDING OUT BILLS FOR EMPLOYERS. 


One Occupation Which Is Not Enjoyable 
but Draws Well. 

Rochester Democrat and Chronicle: Wild, 
weird, and terrible to contemplate are the 
ways in which many men are compelled to 
earn their daily bread by the conditions of 
this complex civilization of the close of the 
nineteenth century. One occupation has just 
been called to my attention and Ifeel justitied 
in demanding public sympathy for those forced 
to adopt it. There are men, aye, and women, 
delicate, refined women who earn their living 
by “boarding ‘round,’’ who are hired by 
their employers to ‘‘eat out” accounts held 
by them against restaurants and keepers of 
boarding-houses.

There is really little of that 
article found anywhere else on the globe ex- 
cept in the Ural Mountains, in the Czar's 
dominions, and having a monopoly of the 
precious stuff, the idea of using itasa coin 
seemed plausibie. But it didn’t prove a glit- 
ering success, and I have never seen any coin 
ade od platinum by that government dated

his pocket a piece about the sizeof a silver 
uarter. It bore the date 1830 and had some 
huasian characters on it signifying it to be of

Baker, *‘ and its intrinsic value is worth near- 
ly that amount. Of course, no other nation 
would goin with Russia and take platinam 
for money, seeing that no other country pro- 
duced any of it to speak of, which may bea 
tip to some of our silver friends. Platinum 
is lower thanit wastwo years ago, being 
worth now $10.50 an ounce, though a while 
back it was worth $17 an ounce. At its pres- 
ent price itis just about’ half as valuable as 
ecid. It is the heaviest of nretals, its specific 
gravity exceeding that of gold about 5 per 
cent, and so ductile that it can be drawn into 
a thread 1-1000 of an inch in diameter.

WE FOOLS OF NATURE. 


ANDREW LANG LOOKS INTO THE O8I- 


GIN OF UNOANNY PHENOMENA. 


He Concludes That Man Is Surrounded by 
Agencies Which Science Does Not Take 
Inte Account in Its Theory of the Uni- 
verse and Human Nature—Four Hun- 
dred Haunted Houses Found in En- 
giand by the Psychical Society~Some 
Remarks on Modern Spiritualism. 


After reading Mr, Andrew Lang’s bulky 
treatise entitled “Cock Lane and Common 
Sense’ one feols as if one had traversed tlie 
corridors of a wuseum; for one has seen 
many things that were curious, a few that 
were instructive, and acres of stuff that was 
unlovely and trivial, and might be denom- 
inated as rubbish. Longmans, Green 
& Co.) Impressioig of the book 
must be disjointed because the — differ. 
ent chapters have been pitchforked together. 
Several essays like ‘* Comparative Psychical 
Research”? and ‘Ghosts / Before the Law” 
have been printed before in the magazines. 
Ten chapters now appear for the first time, 
all dealing with the phenomena of; what a lit- 
erary mind might term ‘*Cocklaneism ’’—a 
word derived from the Cock Lane experiences 
of the sturdy Dr. Johnson. 

Mr, Lang begins his work with many apolo- 
gies and ends it with excuses. Despite his re- 
searthes Intothe phenomena of the ultra- 
mundane, one finds that the gold of his dis- 
coveries turns in one’s hancs to withered 
leaves. This is to be expected from the 
nature of the themes considered—topics 
which, as the. author says, many people 
would taboo altogether. These sub- 
jects are a certain set of ancient beliefs; 
for example, the belief in clairvoyance, 
in * hauntings,”’ in events transcending ordi- 
nary’natural laws, The peculiarity of these 
beliefs is that they have survived the wreck 
of faith in such elements of witchcraft as 
metamorphosis and power to cause tempest 
or drought. Tostudy such themes is *‘ im- 
pious” or “superstitious” or ‘ uséless.”’ 
The authcr pleads, however, that toa patholo- 
giet or anthropologist the survivals of beliefs 
must always be curious and attractive illus- 
tracions of hutinan nature. And he adds: 
** Ages, empires, civilizations pass and leave 
some members even of educated mankind 
still, in certain points, on the level of the 
savage, who propitiates with gifts or ad- 
dresses with prayers the spirits of the dead.”’ 

Mr. Lang gives example of this endurance, 
this secular survival of belief, from ypt, 
from Greece, from the Australian blacks’ in 
the bush; and he argues that if these psycho- 
lozical curiosities be not useful they may at 
least rank asa branch of mythology or folk 
lore. On every side, he says, we find in 
all ages, climates, races, and stages 
of __ civilization consentient testimony 
to a set of extraordinary phenomena. 
Equally diffused we find fraudulent iniita- 
tions of these occurrences, and on one side a 
credulity which has accepted everything: on 
the other hand a skepticism which denies and 
laughs at all the reports.. But it is a 
question whether human (folly wouid 
everywhere and always suffer from the 
same delusions, underyo the same hal- 
lucinations, and elaborate the same 
frauds. Such things as clairvoyance, levita- 
tion, veridical apparitions, movements of ob- 
jects without physical contact, rappings, etc., 
persist as matters of belief in full modern 
civilization, and are attested by many otherwise 
sane, credible and even scientifically trained 
modern witnesses. The alleged abnormal 
phenomena differ from such matters as 
nature—myths, customs like suttee, taboo, 
couvade, and totemism, the change of men 
into beasts, the raising of storms by art 
magic. These ings our civilization has 
dropped; the belief in other wila phenom. 
ena meny persons in our civilization retain. 
Modern science has accepted as real some 
strange psychological phenomena which both 
science and common sense rejected between 
1720 and 1840. We are thts face to face 
with a curious question of evidence: To 
what extent are some educated modern ob- 
servers under the same illusions as red men. 
Kaffirs, Eskimos, Australians, and Maoris? 
To what extent does the coincidence of their 
testimony with that of races so differently 
situated and trained justify curiosity, interest, 
and perhaps suspense of judgment? 

Theory Founded on Heredity. 

To Mr. Lang’s inind the niost plausible 
theory is that our savage ancestors were sub- 
ject to great mental confusion; that they did 
not distinguish between dreams and waking; 
that their conditions of life and scanty sup- 
plies of food were favorable to trances and 
hallucinations; and that they practiced 
a kind of elementary hypnotism. From 
all this would arise a set of 
unfounded beliefs. These beliefs, like myths 
and custotns, would endure among the peas- 
ant classes. The folk would inherit the tra- 
ditions as to what hallucinatory phenofnena 
they might expect, and. as a result of self- 
suggestion and of expectant attention, these 
phenomena they would actually behold. This 
would account for the continuity of phenom- 
ena, which again are fraudulently imitated by 
mediums. 

This is a conceivable and even probable 
theory. ir Pang, however, cannot say that 
he holds it with exclusive and perfect convic- 
He does not feel perfectly assured that 
Lord Crawford, Sir David Brewster, Mr. 
Crookes, Mr. Hamilton Aidé, and many 
others were deceived by conjuring (on all oc. 
casions), or saw tables and people float 
about. in the air because of the 
traditional influence exercised by savage hal- 
lucinations. Again the spontaneous and un- 
expected hallucinations coincident with deaths 
cannot be explained on this system, and seem 
to demand more continued and exact study, 
while “* collective hallucinations”’ of several 
persons at the same time are a theme worthy 
of the notice of psychologists. 

On the question of the real existence of the 
phenomena reported in the dozen chapters of 
this book the author admits that he has been 


unable to reach any conclusion, neg. 
ative or attirmative. Even the _ testi- 
mony of . his senses, he says, if they 


ever bore witness to any of the miracles would 
fail to convince him on the affirmative side. 
He can see no good reason why one observer 
should set so much store. by i his 
own impressions of sense, while he re. 
gards those of all other witnesses as fallible. 
On the other hand, he feeis unable to set 
wholly aside the concurrent testimony of the 
most divérse peoples in times, lands, and con- 
ditions of opinion the most various. The re- 
ported phenomena fall into regular groups 
like the symptoms of a disease. Is ita dis- 
ease of observation? he asks. If so, the topic 
is one of undeniable psychological interest, 
To urge this truth, to produce such samples 
as his reading affords, is the purpose of the 
author. 

The examples that Mr. Lang’s reading af.- 
fords are innumerabie, and make the buik of 
the present volume. It would be vain to pre. 
sent a aces of them. The student who 
reads of them can only conclude with the au- 
thor that *‘ mankind in the whoie course of 
its history has never got quit of experiences 
which, whatever their cause, drive it back on 
the belief in the marvzlous.| Those who re. 
fuse to follow Mr. Lang through his series of 
essays on ** Savage Spiritualism,’’ “ Ancient 
Spiritualism,” * Comparative Psaychical Re- 
search,”’ ** The Logic of Table Turning,” may 
be satisfied with the followmg paragraph, in 


which he amplifies the conclusion just stated :” 


The physical condition, all the world over, of 
persons who ‘exhibit most freely the accepted 
phenomena is identical. All the world over, too, 
the same persons are credited with the rejected 
phenomena, clairvoyance, ** discerning of spirits,” 
powers of voluntary ** telepathic” and “ telekin- 
etic” impact.

When the epidemic of “ spiritualism” broke 
out in the United States—1848-1852—students 
of classical literature perceived that spiritual- 
ism was no new thing, but a recrudescence of 
practices familiar to the ancient world, Even” 
readers who had confined their attention to the 
central masterpieces of Greek literature recog- 
nized some of the revived ‘“‘phenomena.” The 
‘trance medium,” the ‘inspirational speaker” 
was a reproduction of the maiden with a spirit 
of divination of the Delphic Pythia. in the old 
belief the god domindted her and spoke from 
her lips, just as the “control,” or directing spirit, 
dominates the medium. aoe 

When messages are given through a medium’s 
mouth, or by raps, or movements of a tabie, or a 
planchette, or by automatic writing, how (even 
discounting imposture) is the source to be veri- 
fied? How is the identity of the spirit to be es- 
tablished? This question of discern spirits, of 
identifying them, of not taking an angel for a 
devil, or vice versa, Was eel. Sportans 
in the middle ages. On is turned 
the fate of Joan of Are. Were her 
voices and visions ef God or of Satan? They 
came, as in the cases mentioned by lamblichus, 
with a light, a hallucination of brilliance. When 
Jean Breall, Grand Inquisitor of France, in 
1450-1456, lhield the process for ey 
Joan, condemned as a witch in 1431, he enve 
jearnedly into the tests of “ spirit-identity.’’ St. 
Theresa was bidden to try'to exorcise her visions 
by the sign of the cross. Saint or socerer? it was 
always a delicate inquiry. 

The Psychical Society in England. 


Reginald Scot in his ** Discovery of Witch- 
craft’ in 1584 has a triumphant passage on 
the decline of superstition: ‘ Where are the 
soules that swarmed in times past? Where 
are the spirits? Who heareth their noises? 
Who seeth their visions?’ Scot as an ardent 
Protestant conceived that haunted houses 


were a “lewd invention” encouraged 
if not originated by the priests in 
support of the doctrine of purgatory, 


As a matter of fact the belief in ‘“ haunting”’ 
dates from times of savagery. If Reginald 
Scot asked his questions today, “ Who heageth 
the noises. who seeth the visions?’ Mr. An- 
drew Lang says that he would answer, 
‘*‘ Protestant clergymen, officers in the army, 
ladies, land agents, solicitorsg representatives 
of all classes, except the Haunted House com- 
mittee ot the Psychicai Society.”’ The author 
will have hig joke even at his own expense. 
He goes onto say: 

Before the: Restoration it was distinctly danger- 
ous to laugh at witchcraft, ghosts, and haunt- 
ings. Batthe laughers came in with the merry 
monarch, and less by argument than by ridicule, 
by. inveighing against the horror, too, of the 
hideous witch prosecutions, the laughers gradu- 
aily brought hauntings and apparitions into con- 
tempt. Few educated people dared to admit 
that their philosobby might not be wholly ex- 
haustive. Even ladies sneered at Dr. Johnson be- 
cause he, having no dread of common-sense before 
his eyes, was inclined to hold that there might be 
some element of truth in a world-old and world- 
wide belief: and the romantic Anna Seward told, 
without accepting it, Scott’s tale of ** The Tapes- 
tried Chamber.”’ That 100 years after the high- 
day and triumph of common sense people of edu- 
cation should be found gravely investigating all 
that common sense has exploded is acomfortable 
thought to the believer in poagrens. The world 
does not stand still. A hundred years after the 
blue stockéngs looked on Johnson as the last sur- 
vivor, the last of the Mohicans of superstition, 
the Psychical Society can collect some 400 cases 
of haunted houses in Engiand. 

Ten years ago, in 1884, the society sifted 
out nineteen stories as im “ the first class,”’ 
and based on good first-hand evidence, Their 
analysis of the reports led them to think that 
there is a certain type of story, and that when 
a tale differs widely from the type it proves 
to be ‘incorrect, or unattainable from an 
authentic source. The type is described as 
follows: . 

The phenomena are usually phenomena of 
sight, or sound, or Asaruile the sounds 
are footsteps, rustling of dresses, knocks, raps, 
heavy bangs, noises as of dragging heavy weights, 
and of disarrangi heavy furniture, Thess 
sometimes occur freely. where nobody can testify 
to having seen anything spectral. Next we have 
phantasms, mostly of figures beheld fora monient 
with the ‘‘tailof the éye’’ orin going along a 
passage, or in cafeeme ® room where nobody is 
found, or standing idea bed, porhaps in a 
kind of self-luminous condition. Sometimes 
these specters are taken by visitors for real peo- 
ple, but the real people cannot be found; some- 
times they are at once recognized as phantasms, 
because they are semi-transparent, or look very 
malignant, or because they glide and do not 
walk, or are luminous, or for some other excel- 
lent reason. The combination, in due propor- 
tions, of pretty frequent inexplicable noises. with 
occasional aimless apparitions, makes up the 
type of modern haunted house story. 

Scores of these stories are told inthe pres- 
ent book, but one spares the reader the reci- 
tal. | They differ radically, as Mr. Lang says, 
from the magazine ghost story, and one may 
inform the reader in confidence that they are 
not as Anteresting. In the magazine ghost 
story one will ofteh find art; but when these 
real ghost stories are putin the crucible of 
the urflerstanding one gets a residuum of 
utéer triviality. ‘‘ We foole of nature,” says 
Hamlet, and the words come to one witha 
particular bitterness as one closes this book— 
the expression is extremely significant—

Of all the wonderful and sublime phenomena 
of nature, perhaps a thunder-storm is one of the 
grandest. Butitis so common an experience

‘* Has never a thought over the boundary flying— 
Never a thought as the clouds swing by?” 
although he is intensely conscious of its effect 
in every nerve and fiber of his being. 

Probably no exhibition of nature in any of its 
grandest aspects appeals more strongly to the 
poetic instinct in man, or excites more sublime 
and varied emotions in the poet than a thunder- 
storm. It electrifies the soul and the spiritual 
and intellectual] nature attains a high psycbologi- 
cal and etherealized condition; when all the 
sublime images of the storm are photographed 
upon the mental mirror of the mind with vivid 
distinctness—as when: 

“ The thunder raises his tremendous voice, 

At first heard solemn o'er the verge of heaven; 

The tempest growls—but as it nearer comes 

And rolls its awful burden on the wind, 

The lightninga flash a larger curve, and more 

The noise astounds; till overhead a sheet 

Of livid flame discloses wide; then shuts 

And opens wider—shuts and opens—still 

Expansive, wrapping ether in a blaze; 

Foliows the loosened aggravated roar, 

Enlarging, deepening, mingling peal on peal, 

Crushed horrible, convulsing heaven and earth.”

WAY OP FRANOE. 


Two Roman Yers Emptying Into the 
Seine There Make It a Sort of Venice= 
The Old (Cathedral with Its Queer 
Clock; and) thesAncient Houses=Disap- 
pearance of an Island=Ships Hide « 
River Sanf@bar on an Ocean Tide = 
Variety on Market Days. 


On the banks of the Seine there are many 
picturesque towns, but none more picturesque, 
more quaint, more dear to the artist’s heart 
than the little old French town of Caudebec, 
twenty-six mil¢s in a straight line east of Le 
Havre. There| are two ways of reaching it 
from the latter; one by the Caudebec and 
Barentin railway, a branch of the great iron 
road between Rouen and Paris, and the other 
by one of the pleasure boats 
make daily trips up the river 
from Le Havre to Rouen. By the 
former one is ¢arried to Yvetdt, the station 
nearest the old town, whence the remainder 
of the distance—sixteen miles—is covered by 
means of a clumsy old-fashioned vehicle that 
is a sort of cross between an ancient stage- 
coach and a modern omnibus, with whatever 
comfort each ever afforded entirely omitted. 
The only thing that saves both the voiture 
and passengers from utter wreck on the jour- 
ney is the ex —_ roadway traversed. 

This road, like most French roads, issmooth 
and hard, a ‘runs across a charming piece 
of hilly country, made up of woodland and 
the small, weil-tilled farms one sees every- 
where in Franre. 

Caudebec is on the north shore of the Seine, 
and from the heights overlooking it the little 
red-roofed town straggles down to the river's 
edge, cut up ‘by narrow, disjointed streets, 
pientifully supplied with trees, many of

OFFICERS EXILED BY THEIR WIVES. 


When They Prove Refractory They Are 
Ordered to Distant Lands. 

Washington Post: The wives of army and 
naval officers stationed in Washington have it 
in their power to bring, their better halves to 
terms in a manner that their less fortuhately 
located sisters upon the plains and in out-of- 
the-way ports cannot avail themselves of. A 
well-known naval officer, whose record shows 
him to have hada very large apportionment 
of sea duty, is blissfully unaware to this day 
that he owes that fact to hi@ wife, to whom, 
by the way,,when at home, he was not inclined 
to be indulgent. The little woman, being of 
a hospitable temperament, wis devoted to the 
giving of. charming little entertainments. 

For some time the husband frowned upon 
entertaining to sucha degree. that while he 
wae on shore duty it was almost impossible 
for the wife to gratify her ‘hospitable procliv- 
ities even to the most limited degree. She 
was an influential little body, who endured 
things as long as was possible for any one 
short of an-angel. Finally, however, the in- 
variable outcome of the husband’s obstinate 
refusal to allow her to give some entertain- 
ment'upon which she had set her heart was 
foliowed by his immediately thereafter re- 
ceiving orders detailing him to sea duty. 

Instancés in which wives have had their 
husbands ordered to sea or out-of-the-way 
places at posts where it was almost impos- 
sible for their faimilies to be accommodated 
when prolonged sprees have followed upon 
their being stationed in Washington are too 
numerous to be accounted in any way re- 
markable. 

There are many reasons other than official 
ones why officers have been ordered. uway 
from Washington within the last half dozen 
years. Not the least interesting of these was the 
case of two naval officers who elected to pay 
attention to the same handsome young 
mat The rivalry -finally reached such a 
poi al the senior officer, unable longer to 
end eee of the attractive young 
goewanteent it upon the plan. of having him 
ordered to sea. In the assignment of duty 
the utmost care was taken to insure a long 
absence from the city, and as one of the ves- 
sels for the relief of some Agctic explorers was 
just about setting out the Lieutenant was 
given the opportunity to cool down his ardor 
in a voyage in polar waters.

The feminine perception soon 
discovered that the opposition emanated from 
an officer who in some manner unwarily let 
fall certain hints that she was not slow to pick 
ip. Imagining himself sure of his detail in 
Washington the offizer gave little attention, if 
any, to the fact that the doctor’s wife was 
aware of his opposition.

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FRENCH SOIL WITHIN GERMAN LIXES. 


Historic Spots That Did"Not Go with Al- 
sace and Lorraine. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: It is not generdlly 
known that the French still retain two little 
pieces of German soil—one in Alsace itself 
and the other in Baden. The monument which 
Napoleon created in 1800 in honor of Gen. 
Desaix, who fell at Marengo, stands ina 
small garden near the bridge of boats over 
the Rhine at Kehl. Desaix had defended the 
bridge with great bravery against the Aus- 
trians. The monument and garden were de- 
clared by the Peace of Frankfort to be 
French property, and they remain upto this 
day. 

Till eleven years ie this little piece of 
French soil fégulatiy had a French veteran as 
sentinel, who iived in a little house in the 
well-kept grounds; but at that time the Ger- 
man Government offeted ‘to take charge of 
this piece of France, and the offer was ac- 
cepted by the French Government. The place 
is now pany laid out and is guarded by a 
sentinel from the garrison at Strasburg. 

The property of the French Republic in the 
Duchy of Baden lies in the Parish of Achern, 
which has a station on the Baden State rail- 
way. It is the site of the Turenne menu- 
ment, a granite obelisk, with a medallion and 
inscription. Theland on which the monu- 
ment stands has been French property since 
1675 till the present day, it is still 
guarded by a French military pensioner, who 
lives upon the spot. 

At the beginning of the Franco-German war, 
in 1870, a party of Baden fire-eaters pro- 
posed to reclaim ‘this small piece of land, but 
the Baden Government, witha chivalrous in- 
ternational loyalty, put a stop to the attempt. 


DANGERS DEEP DOWN IN THE MINES. 


Small Pay for Men Who Are Likely at 
Any Time to Be Suffocated. 

McClure’s Magazine: Great and mystically 
dreadful is thé earth from a mine’s depth. 
Man is in the implacable grasp of nature. It 
has only to tighten slightly and he is crushed 
like a bug. His loudest shriek of agony 
would be as impotent: as his final moan to 
bring help from that fair land that lies, like 
heaven, over his head. There is an insidious 
silent enemy in the gas. If the huge 
fanwheel on the top of the earth should stop 
for a brief period there is certain death, and 
a panic more terrible than any occurring 
where the sun has shone ensues down under 
the tons of rock. If a man may escape the 
gas, the floods, the “‘ squeezes” of falling 
rock, the cars shooting through little tunnels, 
the precarious elevators, the hundred perils, 
there usually comes to him an attack of 
‘*miner’s asthma” that slowly racks and 
shakes him into the. grave. Meanwhile he 
gets $3 a day and his laborer $1. 


Ancient Ruins in Arizona. 

L, J. Court, a mining ‘prospector, has just re- 
turned to Prescott, Ari.. from a three. months’ 
sojourn in one of the most remote and | little- 
known parts of the Territory. and says thgt that 
section contains more Aztec ruins than any other 
portion of America, evidences of human habita- 
tion being found from the highest peaks to the 
lowest valleys. In one place he found a road or 
street three miles in length, perfectly smooth and 
straight, and sixty feet in width. On either side 
of the street the entire distance ‘are ruins. 
The road was evidently built prior to some 
mighty earthquake, as it ends abruptly at the 
brink of a yawning chasm. He dug up and found 
lying about a great number of skeletons which 
were in a fairstate of preservation, the heads of 
ail being alike—very large over the eyes and re- 
ceding, and almost flat. toward the back of the 
head ; jaws well developed, but front, upper an 
lower teeth small and sharp. The ruins sho 
the people to have been workers in stone, sorthe 
fragments of ‘work in turqoise being found. 
Every available foot of land had once been cuiti- 

vated. The region, although little has been 
nent about it. is a very accessible one, and will 
no ddubt become an interesting resort for trav- 
elers. 


One Way to Kill Crows, 

Cincinnati Enquirer: “They have a_ novel 
method of killing crows in Georgia,” said T. F. 
Homer at the Grand. “Grains of corn are 
pierced, and through them is inserted a hair from 
the tail of a horse. These grains are scattered in 
the field where the crows are in the habit of com- 
ing. When the bird swallows one of these grains 
the horse’s hair prevents it passing into the craw 
and irritates the mouth. The bird rolls over, 
turns on its back, and scratches to get it out, but 
to po purpose. Death results either from strang- 
ulation or, as is f gq uehtly the case, from the 
wounds inflicted by the sharp claws. The crows

Naval Facilities=Patience and Alert- 
ness Characterize the Japs. 

» uch brief messages as have been flashed 
from the Orient indicate a partisan uprising, 
and the consequent presence of Japanese and 
Chinese troops for the protection of alien life 
and property in Corea. News from the East 
gathers fictitious importance as it travels 
hither, and, apart from this feature, knowl- 
edge of the country and its people fosters a 
thought that/this disturbance does not offer 
complete solution. When in Corea several 
years ago the writer was struck by the abject 
docility of the race. It appeared to him re- 
pressed into a condition that was incapable 
of any protest or revolt. On every hand was 


apparent the;commanding position of the two 


neighboring peoples in trade and commerce, 
while it was equally clear that enterprise 
and thrift had been totally stamped 
out of the national character by the 
rapacions and oppressive exactions of the 
mandarin or tax-levying class. To betray the 
most infinitegmal symptom of prosperity was 
to bring down the greedy grasp of the hand 
that knew nojsatisfaction, and thus it was that 
all the elements of race-making and progres- 
sion were lamentably absent. Added to this 
was the arrogant intervention of the Celestial 
power blocking the advance of reform. 

In view of these circumstances it is not 
likely that the incipient rebellion, or disturb- 
ance, or whatever it may be termed, was of 
such a character as to justify the dual occn- 
pation of the country. Rather it is more 

* likely that Japan, to which of late Corea has 
looked as its protector, has seized a golden 
opportunity to endeavor to break the back of 
what it regartied as China’s impudent claim 
to vassalage. — 

The writer is strengthened in this view by 
the fact that the present advisers of the King 
of Corea were both attracted into that service 
from Japan. The first, Gen. Le Gendre, was 
for many years associated with the State De- 

rtment of that empire. He was prominent 
bp their Formosa trouble, and it may be safe- 
ly concluded that the influence of this scarred 
American General, who is of French extrac- 
thon, was towards Japan and against China. 
‘To Mr. Greathouse, an ex-United States Con- 
sul-General to Japan, now also in the Corean 
King’s service, the wisdom of such a policy of 
stemming Chinese aggression and thwarting 
Russian design for a naval seat at the key of 
Asia, must aiso have asserted itself in any in- 
fluence he could exert. 

Japan Wants Reform. 

The Japanese have confidence in the dis- 
cipline and valor of their es They have 
even been militant, although for the 
most part their wars have been of the worst 
kind, civil wars. Both Chinese and Japanese 
during the last twenty years have made gi- 
tic strides in the armament of their 
orces, andi today their armies and navies are 
organized and framed on the same lines as 
those of the Western powers. To this extent 
China has diligently studied and. adopted 
European methods. but Japan has gone 
further and readily copied other reforms into 
itg aystem of government, and into the civil 
hfe of the people themselves. These innova- 
tions were not taken up because of their 
novelty, but because the Japanese had come 
to the deliberate conclusion that in the ad- 
ministration of public affairs and business 


Western nations were ahead of them. That j ligtle 


Carlylian mark of advancing civilization, 
trousers, were donned us the most convenient 
garment for soldiers, sailors, and men of af- 
tairs to go about in. 

Whatever ‘may be the actual truth about 
there being Or having been a mutual agree- 
ment between the two nations to supervise 
Corea, the claims of China are probably of 
older origin than those of its rival. That, 
however, is a question involved beyond hope 
of successful:solution by proof or argument, 
and Japan’s elaim to interfere in Corea, 
whether da back 300 or 3,000 years, will 
** not be get apparently any other way 

than by forge of arms, The announcement 
that Corea had consented to the reforms pro- 
posed by Japan caused many to hope this 
would end strained relations of the two 
countries. This depended, however, on 
whether or no China wouid give its assent in 
the matter allow the proposed reforms to 
be instit This China refuses to do. de- 
claring Japan has no right to meddle in Core- 
an affairs. 

For ail this Japan has a much greater inter- 
est at stake in Corea than China, there being 
12,000 Japs resident there against 3,000 
Chinese. Japan does-the banking business of 
the country and the government is frequently 
called upon'to press the Coreans for money 

_ due the Japanese, which it is asserted should 
be easily collected by the courts. Japan wants 
the Corean judiciary system reformed, as 
under that now in vogue cruel and unusual 
punishment is inflicted, and inquisitional 
methods prévail to the- injury of Japanese 
business-men. The Japanese furthermore 
want assurances of greater liberty and safety 
of travel throughovt Corea. 

| China’s Military Showing. 

The Chinese army is to some extent un- 
known. With them the day of bows and ar- 
rows, bamboo spears, matchlocks, and gin- 
gals, war junks-and wooden ships has passed 

way, and in their place they have adopted 

gg rifles, Krupp guns, and iron- 
clads, but they lack organization, and the 
troops are apparently only half disciplined. 
ny of the soldiers are well armed and if 
properly led would fight well, but the chances 
are they would go to pieces in a pitched battie 
for want of efficient leadership. Numerical- 
ly they have an army tlLat outnumbers Japan’s 
four to one, and behind that force 
again they have unlimited num- 
bers from. which to draw recruits, 

But there is’ lack of transportation and com- 


missarial ipment. There are no railroads 
and no mage south lines of inland water 


communication. For this reason the Chinese 
are absolutely powerless to concentrate or 
move a supply for an army capable of oppos- 
ing a properly equipped attacking fo.ce. 
Should Japam take the aggressive there are 
many points on the Chinese coast totally un- 
protected where landings could be made bya 
determined ¢ommander. 

According to the iatest statistics, China has 
an army in times of peace of 500,000 men, 
divided as follows:

Japanese Well Trained. 


The Japanese army, on the other hand, if 
weaker in point of number, compares favor- 
ably with Europe troops in discipline and 
regulation. On a peace foot it consists of 


not quite 100,000 men of arms. They 
are conscripted and have to remain with the 
colors from three to four years, when they go 
into the reserve. So far as the standing 
foree is concerned it is in an excellent condi- 
tion, well organized, well equipped, ready to 
take the field at a moment’s notice. The 
men though short are remarkably strong 
splendid marchers, obedient, intelligent, an 
brave. For weapons, the infantry have a bolt 
action rifle designed by a Japanese officer. 
portion of them are armed with a quick firing 
magazine rifle of new make. In war t 
strength of the army is increased to 200,000 
men. Their weakest point is cavalry, but 
the country is not suited for horsemen and the 
Japanese think nothing of going thirty or 
forty miles a day on foot. The Japanese 
army is composed of the Imperial Guard and 
six divisions. In 1892 it was as follows: 

The Imperial Guard—262 officers: 5,945 non- 
commissioned officers and men, with forty fieid 
guns and 550 horses. The six divisions ones 
ofinfantry, twelve brigades or two regiments; 
1.699 officers, 36,226 men; cavalry, six uad- 
rons, sixty-two officers, and 1,240 men, and 1,146 
horses; artillery, eight regiments, 201 officers, 
5,187 men; total guns, 314 field pieces; 156 
mountain pieces. 

Since 1892 the force has been largely in- 
ereased. If it wera. possible to describe the 
soldierly qualities of Japs it oo be said 
of them they have the patience of the Eastern 
combined with the dash of the Southern 
Frenchmen. They will) stand for hours in 
column without murmut or movement, and 
when bade “go” start off with surprisir 
alacrity and spirit. Another excellent qua)- 
ity they haveis their obedience to fire dis- 
cipline, beg better perhaps in that respect 
than many European troops. Whenever 
** cease firing” is sounded in action they. are 
prompt to. obey, though they may be at the 
moment occupied in a furious conflict with 
opposing :troops. Japanese officers use the 
whistle in’ giving orders to their men in the 
field. 

Japan Excels in Naval Power. 

Sea power is the key of the situation. Corea 
is but a day’s steaming from Japan, and were 
the Chinese but the possessors of a moderately 
powerful fleet their rivals would be helpless, 
and they might overrun the peninsula at their 
leisure. The fact that the Japanese huve a 
relatively strong navy and that lines can be 
drawn-so as to make the peninsula hard to 
invade, gives the game in the beginning, at 
. least, into their hands. Good as is their army 
the 10,000 men who form the personnel of 
their navy are in no sense inferior in disci- 
pline or courage. The Japanese navy con- 
sists of about thirty-five ships, some out of 
date crafts, but others of the 
best modern types, and in 
they have about thirty torpedo 
of approved pattern. For transportation if 
wanted they have a lire of merchantmen 
steamers, the ** Nippon Yuser. Kaisha,”’ num- 
bering sixty ships, and it would take but a 
while to convey most of the army across 
to Corea. Some of the Captains and chief en- 
gineers of the larger vessels are Europeans, 
but the navy is manned entirely by Japanese. 
The speed of the best of these merchant 
steamers is about fourteen knots. Count 
Saigo, the Minister of Marine, is an able 
man, and Admiral Nakamunta a capital exes 
utive officer. The ironclad is the Fooso, built 
in 1877 from designs of Sir E. Reed. Their 
better and more trusty ships are the corvette 
class, of which there are seven—namely: two 
large and five smaller craft of the Gem 
order; two cruisers built by Messrs. Arm- 
strong, of the Esmeraida type, with a speed 
of nineteen knots and carrying two 10-inch 
guns and six 6-inch guns each. These ships 
are nearly as powerful as the Imperieuse of 
the British navy. 


Mobilization and Discipline Perfect. 


So excellent is the all round condition of the 
Japanese navy that when mobilization was or- 
dered a short time back only two of their ves- 
sels were unable to gotosea, New vessels 
are alsoin process of construction both at 
home and abroad. It may beat once stated 
that the Japanese men-of-war.are the perfec- 
tion of cleanliness from the upper decks to 
the keelsons. Ihe writer spent a year anda 
half on the Japanese coast and visited many 
of the war ships. The sailors are simart at 
drill and their movements when handling the 
guns are executed with great precision. 
Their shooting on the whole is good and when 
they have the range given them, excellent. 
Indeed, their firing from the big guns is near- 
ly up to the French, and their whole navy is 
more of a European than an Asiatic one. 
Like the soldiers, they are orderly and obe- 
dient. Durmg the maneuvers so keen are 
they the men stay by their guns all night. 
Aiter such a night they have been ordered 
into their boats to blow up a railway bridge 
at daylight. Off they would pull in the peit- 
ing train, moving in line with the other craft, 
do the work, and back to their ship without a 
murmur. Atsea they qill readily respond to 
the call of duty, turning out at 1 a. m. after 
they had just hoisted out the boats, to lower 
them and lay countermines to attack a town. 
This'the writer has seen them do on blowy, 
dirty nights, getting back again to their ships 
between 3 and 4 a. m. and hoisting in the 
boats again, just as if this were an affair of 
daily oceurrence. . 

The Japanese history has been a tragic one. 
but through it all runs broadly the national 
characteristic of preferring death tv dis- 
honor, and if the Japanese have made up their 
minds that they havea right to interfere in 
Corea the hght will be desperate. 

An insular nation of 40,000,000, occupy- 
ing a position capable of being easily defend- 
ed by a naval force, will take some beating. 
The Japanese will not make the military or 
naval blunders the Chinese are likely to fall 
into. As to their courage or pride, when in 
1885 the Russian man-of-war in Yokohama 
took the ng “am ous of her guns and turned 
them on the English ship Agamemnon as that 
vessel stea'ned in and anchored, the Japanese 
resisted the attempt to menace their neutrali- 
ty by sending a strong cruiser alongside the 
Czar’s'ship and clearing decks for action. 


Japan that Russia wants to get into Corea. 
Valdivostock is an ice-bound harbor in the 
winter and they desire a port such as Lazan, 
farther south, open atali times.

Even Great Britain would be so placed by 
such a move that its sea power in those parts 
would be put to great disadvantage in the 
event of war.

Debts of Railroads. 


According to the latest reports the railroads of 
the country have liabilities amounting to $11,- 
000,000,000. Such figures are beyond human 
imagination. A comparison shows that the pub- 
lic debt at the ciose of the war was $2,773, 236,- 
173, less than one-third the railroad debt, and 
this is a degree of magnitude whese meaning it 
is difficult to compass. In a true sense these 
liabilities are as much a tax asthe public debt. 
The principal, dividends, and interest find y- 
ment from the earnings of the people in the form 
of railway charges. And yet the progress and 
develooment of the country has been such under 
the construction of the railway systems that the 
oacens public is doubtless inclined to go even 

rther in sharing the burden imposed by what 
the Populists define as the railroad incubus.— 
Phi hia Times. .

Rubbish by “GSrtain Scholars, Made to 
Yield Treasures of Information—Correc- 
tions in Adopted Chronicles=Belicf 
About a Passage in &St..Mark Estab- 
lished=Paper Was Made at an Earlier 


Date than Supposed, 

Several weeksago one of the most interest- 
ing collections(of Egyptian papyrus the world 
ever has beheld was put before the public in 
the rooms of the Austrian Museum in Vienna, 
The existence of this valuable coilection has 
been known for ten years, since which time it 
has been in the possession of that great lover 
of the antique, Archduke Rainer of Austria. 


But durmg these ten years none but the eyes | 


of scholars, orientalists, and other men of 
science have beheld these treasures of the 
past, taken from ancient tombs and temples, 
and a staff of noted scientists has been busy 
during that whole period deciphering the 
various inscriptions. This has been an im- 
mense task, and even today the Work is not 
all done, but the results achieved have been 
such that’ it was not thought justifiable to 
withhold the important discoveries made 
from the world at large any longer. Ever 
since the opening of this highly interesting 
exhibition the rooms of the Austrian Museum 
have been crowded not only by men inter- 
ested in archeology and kindred sciences. but 
by laymen of all classes of society. So far 
half a dozen big volumes have been published 
pertaining to this collection, though only the 
world of letters has had an inkling of this fact. 
In Ten Languages. 

The documents cover a period of 2.700 
years, fourteen centuries of which take one 
back before the Christian era. Out of the 
withered rolls speak the old Pharaohs of Miz- 
raim, the Greeks, the Romana, the Persians, 
the Byzantines, the Arabs, and the Turks—in 
ten different languages, ina hundred differ- 
ent alphabets. Its contents are of import- 
ance to the history of the world; they open a 
new horizon for the knowledge of the relig- 
ious and secular life of the ancients, their 
trades and industries, and they are most in- 
teresting to students of philology. 
doubtful questions are solved and many de- 
tai's have come to light through the patient 
work of the men who have devoted a decade 
to the careful study of this treasure. 

At the beginning of the eighties oid papyrus 
documents appeared in qyick” succession in 
the markets of Cairo and/ Alexandria, which 
had been brought there f¢r gale by Bedouins 

sand Fellahs. They nafurally found ready 
buyers, Scientific Europe (England, France, 
and Germany) was anxious to buy. At that 
time the Austrian Minister to Egypt was Herr 
von Kremer, whose history of the culture of 
the Orient has made a sensation in the scien- 
tific world. Herr von Kremer was a friend 
of Mr. Sprenger, the noted student of the Ko- 
ran, and these two had an inspiring influence 
on the younger school of Orientalists in Vi- 
enna. Mr. Theodore Graf, whose collection 
of Greek-Egyptian mummy portraits was ex- 
hibited at the Rathhaus of Old Vienna during 
the World’s Columbian Fair, was traveling 
about the sametime in the Nile country on 
one of his explormg tours, and it was he who 
discovered the finding place of the papyri 
(near E!l Fayum, the ancient Arsinoe of Pto- 
lenean time) which had been offered for sale 
in Alexandria and Cairo. He was an Austrian 
citizen and it was only natural that Vienna 
received the first notice of the treasure. Mr. 
Graf receiVed ordersto buy as many of the 
papyrias he could get, and inthis way the 
splendid collection found its way to Vienna. 


Declared Worthless Fragments. 


There the documents were submitted at first 
to well-known authorities, one of whom de- 
clared the whole lot—which certainly looked 
like rubbish—as worthless fragments. But 
the younger school had not spoken yet. It 
found a champion in the person of Rudolph 
Eitelberger, the director of 
museum, who, though not a philological ex- 
pert, had a remarkable scent in regard to 
archeological matters. Mr. Eitelberger in- 
duced the protector of his museum, Archduke 
Rainer, to buy the whole collection, which 
was deposited afterwards in the offices of Mr. 
Eitelberger in the museun, building. Now 
the younger generation of Orientalists, under 
the guidance of Prof. Karabacek of the Uni- 
versity of Vienna, devoted themselves indus- 
triously to the study and deciphering of the 
inscriptions. The men who undertook the 
work were competent in every respect; K. 
Wessely deciphered the Greek in all its va: ious 
atyles and changes; Z. Krall read, besides 
all the Egyptian signs and languages. the 
Hieratic, Demotic, and Koptic inscriptions; 
Karabacek expounded the Arabic, coverin 
seven centuries, the conquest of Egypt, a 
threw a new light on the history of the papy- 
rus paper and the art of pattern-printing, cor- 
recting errors of the present tradition; J. 
Wiesner, Friedrich Hirth, and others also lent 


their valuable aid, and these combined efforts . 


have achieyed phenomenal results. 

The strange and peculiar inscriptions writ- 
ten on wood, potsherds, wax tabiets, linen 
stripes, leather, papyrus, parchment, and 

aper have disclosed their secrets and the world 

as learned a new lesson. They teach new 
facts, hitherto unknown, and correct old ones, 
which have been undoubted for centuries. 


Correcting Established History. 


People have learned in school that about 
640 A. D. the wild Mohammedan Arabs 
swarmed in countless numbers into Egypt, 


|oppressing the people, destroying Byzantine 


and older cyiture, and burning the Alexan- 
driap library;as superfluous and dangerous to 
the Koran. The papyrus Rainet tells a differ. 
ent story. It says that Amru came first only 


with 4,000 mailclad warriors, the first adher- \ 
ents of the Islam, to Egypt more as an in- ' 


vited liberator than a feared conqueror. The 
Kopts welcomed the Arabs as deliverers of 
the domineering but rotten Byzantine govern- 
ment. One provinve after the other went 
over toAmru. The Greek officials surren- 
dered voluntarily and Aiexandria capitulated 
soon. There was no burning of the Alexan- 
drian library, for such a one had not existed 
in itsdreamed magnificence for a long time. 

Of the time of Amru’s peaceable occupation 
of Egypt there is in the collection a bilingual 
document in Greek and Arab which any Mo. 
hammedan would look at only with feelings 
of greatest reverence. It is the supply-receipt 
of an Arab corps commander, being at the 
same time the oldest document of Ieiamism, 
older and more genuine than the alieged au- 
thentic letter of Mohammed in the Sultan’s 
treasure at Constantinople, for Mohammed 
could not write and the writing in his alleged 
letter has been recognized by Karabacek as 
belonging to the time of the Califs. 

Early Day Papermaking, 

It has been usual to regard paper as a Ger- 
man or Italian invention of the thirteenth 
century. . But the victorious Arabs as early as 
751 A. D, became acquainted in the country 
beyond the Oxus with Chinese papermakers, 
and afew decades afterward paper. manu- 
facturing was already a government monop- 
oily in realm of the Califs, The 
Rainer collection shows many parer sam ples 
from the beginning of the ninth century. 

Theological research has, in the gospel of 
St. Mark xiv., 28, at the mention of the last 
supper, suspected that the words: “But 
after my resurrection I will lead you to Gal. 
lila *’ were a later interpolation. The Rainer 
papyrus No. 541 is a fragment of an ante- 
canonic evangelium which tells of the last 
supper, but which does not vontain the men. 
tioned text, thus proving the correctness of 
the suspicion.
